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I ETALUMA, September 10th. — President 
Hayes left San Francisco at 11:20 for Peta­ 
luma, on the steamer San Rafael. 
He was 
accumpanied by General Sherman, Secretary 
llamsey and his son. 
He explained that the 
ladies of his party were so much fatigued 
after the excitement and exercises of yester­ 
day that they could not attend. 
Governor 
f encina and General McOomb were in the 
party. On reaching the steamer the Presi­ 
dent was greeted by I. G. Wickersham, E. S. 
Lippitt aud A. R. Overton of Petaluma, and 
was escorted on board, 
hour staterooms, 
elegantly furnished and decorated with flow­ 
ers, were placed at the disposal of the party, 
ih e President, however, preferred to stand 
on the after deck, viewing the scenery and 
conversing with those who were introduced to 
him. 
At San Quentin the elegant Directors' 
car of the North Pacific Coast Railroad, 
which also owns the steamer, was waitin'- to 
receive the guests. 
At the train moved ofl 
the President stood on the rear platform aud 
waved his hat to an enthusiastic assemblage 
which cheered vociferously. The party was 
transferred at the .Junction to a special train 
of the b. I . and A. P. R. R., a palace car 
being set apart for the use of the President 
and his friends. Groups of the San Rafael 
people cheered the President and G-nersl 
Sherman as they left the station. The Presi­ 
dent again took his place on the rear plat­ 
form. and removed his hat to every one who 
saluted him on the road. 
On his way he 
spoke of his agreeable surprise in the appear­ 
ance of the country. From what he was told 
he expected to find everything brown and 
covered with dust, while in reality he viewed 
a rich yellow covering the ground. 
The 
train proceeded without stopping to Peta­ 
luma. 
The reception here is under the 
auspices of the Directors of the Marin and 
b o n o m a District Agricultural Fair. 


ARRIVAL AT THE FAIR GROUNDS, 
A large crowd was assembled at the station. 
F. W. Shattuck delivered a neat address of 
welcome in behalf of the Directors of the 
fair. 
He spoke of the pride Californians 
have in their State and the people of Sonoma 
and Marin counties have in their district, say- 
¡D g that if the Garden of Eden was not located 
here it ought to have been. 
President Hayes 
replied simply by thanking the committee for 
the welcome, and said be would now proceed 
to enter the Garden of Eden. Carriages 
were in waiting, and, preceded by a hand, the 
Hewston Guard, St. Patrick Cadets, and the 
Swiss Society, paraded through the principal 
streets into the fair ground. The streets were 
thronged with people, who cheered to the 
echo as the Presidential carriage passed. 
There was a handsome display of hunting 
along the line. A salute of 21 guns was fired, 
and the bells of the town rang out a welcome! 
All 1 etaluma and all the neighboring country 
was represented at the grounds. 
The grand 
stand was crowded, and there was a large 
number of people seated in carriages, and 
throngs of men stood around. 
The parade 
of stock was started immediately after Hayes 
reached the place appropriated for the use of 
the party at the grand stand. 
When he 
reached the top of the stairs there was a gen­ 
eral clapping of hands. 


REMARKS OK THE PRESIDENT. 
When the stock parade was concluded, J. 
McM. Shafter, a Director of the Association, 
in a brief address, introduced the President. 
In reply, President Hayes, who was greeted 
with cheers, spoke in substance as follows : 
“Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen : I 
am very much obliged to the President of the 
Agricultural Society and to this Association 
for the opportunity of enjoying this event 
with you. X am, perhaps, very familiar with 
agricultural faire. 
I cannot claim to 1» 
farmer, as perhaps is the Secretary of War 
[great laughter]—for he is almost everything 
[applause]—but I have an experience in at­ 
tending agricultural fairs. 
From the first 
time I held a public position I considered I 
could not spend the time more usefully than 
by adding something by my presence to such 
events as these. 
The farmers, in all time, 
are the great workers, and will be in all timé 
to come. We have manufactures and min 
ing, 
but at last humanity is to arise 
refreshed 
from 
the 
earth. 
Even to 
day the 
profits 
of 
agriculture in 
the 
country 
very 
largely, 
more 
largely 
than any other interest, contribute to the re­ 
stored prosperity in which the whole country 
is now rejoicing. 
I shall have to make a 
little qualification to that sentence. 
It is 
common for the East to believe that the 
mining industry is not altogether as prosper­ 
ous as in former years, but that the perma­ 
nent industry is agriculture. 
The capital 
and the skilled labor are enjoying - degree of 
prosperity never surpassed in any c o l try, or 
any age. 
I am glad to be here, to enioy 
your agricultural fair, if I can for a few mo­ 
ments contribute to its interest. As I came 
along on the cars I began to think over, as 
most people do, when they are to make an 
extemporaneous speech, what I should say 
to you. Now, I intend to do what very 
often I do not do to my pleasant and gentle­ 
manly friends of the press, and what many 
of the interesting and entertaining corps 
of

An interview Daughter] is a conversation 
Now, I don’t know which way to face. 
It is 
out of the question to face everybody. So I 
will look where the Secretary of W ar would 
look—where most of the ladies are.

And now, my friends, when 
a stranger comes to your town or your coun­ 
try, or even to your home, you say : 
‘ Well, 
I wonder what he thinks of us.’ 
This inter­ 
view shall give my views of California. 
How philosophical and valuable they may be 
you may judge when I tell you I came inté 
California a long time ago. 
It may be 40 or 
47 hours ago. I don’t remembei- the exact 
hour. 
[Laughter.] I came to California in 
a different way from that in which the ’49ers 
came.

1 came into San Francisco in a 
steamer, and not very far from a horn. 
_Laughter. ] 
I did not have much to do with 
the horn, though.” 
Secretary Ramsey quaintly interrupted the 
President, saying he supposed he would la 
charged with that too. The President, re­ 
suming, said : 
“ I think the Secretary of W ar did. [Great 
laughter.] First, after passing the peaks of 
the Sierra, I came by steamboat into Cali­ 
fornia across Lake Tahoe, at an elevation of 
6,2G0 feet. If there is a more beautifnl piece 
of scenery in the world than Lake Tahoe 
would be glad to visit it. I began with 
good impression of California. When Gen 
Sherman and I first talked of this trip we 
thought of coming when the green hills were 
in their glory, and the flowers decked them, 
but last spring, at the end of the short session 
of Congress, there was a special session, and 
I could not come. I was told when we deter­ 
mined to visit California in the fall that the 
country would be looking like a desert— 
dried up and covered with dust. 
Where’s 
that desert 7 Where’s that desolation 7 Look 
at this prospect! This is California as it is 
at its worst, I am told. The yellow of these 
beautiful hills tell of a harvest and of grasa 
for cattle. Instead of coming to a country 
which disappointed us we are delighted 
with it just $s it is.

VISIT TO THE MECHANICS’ FAIR. 


S a n F r a n c is c o , September 10th. — The 
President and party visited the Mechanics’ 
Fair this evening, arriving at the Pavilion 
about half-past 9. 
In anticipation of the 
occasion the building was packed, probably 
not less than 15.000 persons being present, 
Tho President was met at the door by a com­ 
mittee^ of the Institute and escorted about 
the building, although owing to the press of 
people it was impossible to take note of any 
particular feature of the exhibition. 
The 
President and General Sherman exhibited 
themselves for a few moments on the south 
gallery, and were warmly greeted, but did 
not address the audience on account of 
fatigue. After taking a general view of tha 
exhibition the party retired. 


COAST NEWS CLIPPINGS. 


The fire in the foothills south of the 
\ uba, about Selby Flat and Mooney’s 
ranch, has been raging for five or six days 
despite the labors of a force of men bat­ 
tling with it. 
A witness of the devasta­ 
tion caused gays the flames have, in streaks, 
run over 000 or S00 acres of land, destroy­ 
ing much tine tim ber.—[Bear River News, 
September 4th. 
A disastrous fire occurred at Chinese 
Camp last Saturday which destroyed the 
barns of Michael W ilson and James Mor­ 
ris, and the lumber yard, wheelwright and 
and blacksmith shops of Louis Egling. 
The total amount destroyed is not known, 
but Egling suffers a total loss with an in­ 
surance of 8*4,000. 
The fire originated 
about 1 o’clock p . m . on the roof of W il­ 
son’s barn. 
Cause unknown.—[Sonor*

home on Thornes creek. 
His affliction, aa 
we learn from the Toc.tin, is a large car­ 
buncle on the back of his neck. 
We have

dimensions of an ordinary dinner-plate, 
and that it has been lanced seventeen 
times. 
It is said that he suffers very 
much, and that the carbuncle is on the 
spinal column, where it is claimed it general­ 
ly proves fatal.—[Red Bluff People’s Cause. 
Public opinion in Oakland seems to be 
somewhat exercised in consequence of com­ 
pulsory vaccination of the children in the 
public schools. 
The Board of H ealth 
passed a resolution requiring all persons in 
the city to be vaccinated. 
They also ap­ 
pointed three physicians, Posey, Legler 
and Brown to vaccinate the children a t­ 
tending the public schools. 
Parents, how­ 
ever, in some instances, became indignant 
and assert that if it is necessary that their 
children shall be vaccinated they prefer to 
have it done themselves. 
The Victoria (B. C.) Colonist says that a 
landslide of unusual magnitude occurred 
near Cook’s ferry about three weeks since. 
A huge mass of Shawnikan mountain was 
suddenly observed to be moving, and w ith­ 
out a moment’s warning thousands of tons 
of earth and rook were precipitated into 
the channel of Thompson river. 
Not only 
was the course of the river impeded, but a 
large portion of the flat on. the opposite 
side was covered by the slide. 
Numbers 
of flsh were washed out, and the Indians 
of the vicinity were for some time em­ 
ployed in saving and drying them. 
There is more railroad talk. 
This time 
it is from the Sacramento valley to the Big 
Meadows. 
Several of the gentlemen con­ 
nected with the Sierra Flume and Lumber 
Company, recently in the Big Meadows, 
reported that they contemplated the build­ 
ing of a narrow-gauge to their timber, and 
further into Plumas if the business would 
w arrant it. 
They say that the available 
good timber has been cut away on the 
western slope, and that they must have 
rail communication with their Plumas tim ­ 
ber lands or quit the business. 
We have 
been bilked with too many railroad propo­ 
sitions to take any more stock in any 
“ new jigger,” and want to see the work 
commence in dead earnest before we shall 
have any faith in any operation of the 
kind. 
We have built two or three lines of 
railroad—on paper—and w ant to sec some­ 
thing tangible in the future. 
There is no 
doubt but that this very enterprise would 
be a much better p»ying one than many of 
the new roads now building in Nevada and 
Utah. 
The timber in the neighborhood of 
the Big Meadows is practically inexhausti­ 
ble, and a finer growth never stood on the • 
earth. In addition to that, if the road was 
extended to or through the central part of 
the county, a large amount of business 
would be done.—[Plumas National.

Tbe Sack Question to be Settled. 


I t has been a big question for California 
wheat farmers how to get rid of the expense 
of sending their grain to m arket in sacks. 
This expense ha3 been a burdensome one 
when the farmers were obliged to pay a fair 
price for sacks, but when dealers, seeing a 
short supply, clubbed together and put up a 
job on the farmers, or in the more polite 
language of the craft, made a corner on sacks 
and compelled the payment of a heavy ad­ 
vance, simply because they could, the bur­ 
den has become almost unbearable. 
The 
farmers have been talking about trying to 
bring about a change in this respect for 
years, b u t each harvest has found them still 
in the same helpless condition, and obliged 
to pay round prices for sacks to put their 
wheat in. 
Olten crops have been sold when 
the cost of sacks has absorbed the last dollar 
of profits in the production of the crop. 
W hen the grange was started in Califor­ 
nia, one of the greatest inducements held out 
to wheat growers was th at of making a 
graud combination of those who would have 
to buy sacks and order them direct from the 
manufacturers in Scotland, or what was sup­ 
posed would be still better, it was said by 
.associated c-ilort and capital the growing of 
jute and the manufacture of sacks in this 
State could be made a success ; but the farm­ 
ers have still to buy their sacks and pay 
whatever the greed of monopolists may- de­ 
mand. 
B u t now the day is near a t hand 
when this sack question will be settled, and 
in a direction and by an agency least ex­ 
pected. 
The Southern Pacific Railroad is to 
be the means and California capital the 
power th at is to relieve the farmers of this 
burdensome tax on their enterprise and in­ 
dustry. 
W hen the Southern Pacific is com­ 
pleted through to the Gulf of Mexico the 
route of the wheat crop of California to E u­ 
rope will be changed. 
Instead of going 
around 
the 
H orn 
it 
will 
go 
over­ 
land 
over 
the 
Southern 
Pacific 
to 
Galveston, ar.J cot in sacks, but in bulk. 
W hen there it will be hoisted into elevators 
from the cars, and from the elevators it will 
be carried by machinery into the ships and 
delivered from these ship3 into the ware­ 
houses at Liverpool. The cost of sacks and 
a large part of the presen^cost of handling 
will then be avoided, and the growers will 
get the benefit of it. 
In from two to five 
years from this date the gTeat wheat crop of 
this coast will go in this way to its destina­ 
tion, and then we may expect to see a new 
era iu the development of this country. 
In 
order to get some idea of this sack tare we 
will state th at the wheat crop alone in this 
State this year will bs Eot less than 33,000,000 
bushels or 10,500,000 sacks. 
A t ten cents 
apiece these sacks will cost the farmers the 
sum of §1,650,000. 
Add this to the profits of 
the wheat producers each year and we will 
soon begin to 
see prosperity where we 
now see constant struggle to pay interest and 
expenses. 
Besides this, other questions of 
almost equal importance to the farmers of 
this State are about t be settled by the com­ 
pletion of the Southern Pacific Railroad. San 
Francisco has always been the most expen­ 
sive port in the world from which to ship the 
produce of the country. 
Tbe wheat of lbs 
entire State will pass right by Sau Francisco 
in the cars of thi- road without paying to that 
city a cent of toil. 
The cars will take the 
grain direct from the local warehouses and 
land it in the elevators on the Gull of Mex­ 
ico, and from the b cal warehouse it will only 
be reshipped once b.f-re it reaches the ware­ 
houses in Liverpool, and the .entire w rk of 
this reshipment will be done by machinery a t 
a small expense. 


Practical Knowledge for Farmers. 
Theory and practice in farming often run 
counter to each other. 
Theory is good, as i : 
is the result of thought and reason, but prac­ 
tice is better, because it is the result of actual 
experiment. 
General 
practice, 
however, 
sometimes has neither good theory nor experi­ 
m ent to support it, but is in opposition to 
both. 
B y this we mean th at it is often found 
th at farmers of a whole section are following 
certain practices merely because their fathers 
did, when both reason and experiment would 
teach them better. 
As a rule, farmers are 
among the most conservative people we have, 
and this arises from the fact th at they are 
inore isolated from each other and from tho 
centers i f populatioa than the generality cf 
tradespeople and mechanics. 
Hence we fina 
them following, more than any other classes, 
in the footsteps of their forefathers, or 
running 
in 
tho 
grooves 
of 
those 
that 
have 
gone 
before 
them . 
For 
these reasons the practices of the farmers 
generally are slower in changing and agricult­ 
ural improvements are generally 
behind 
those of other industries. 
Befure the begin­ 
ning of the present century the agriculture 
of the world ha 1 remained almost stationary 
since the historic pcr 1 1. 
Tü rusands of years 
had passed away a:.d great advancement had 
been made in many of the arts and sciences, 
but the a rt and science of agriculture had re­ 
mained unchanged. 
The innovations and 
improvements in agricultural practices since 
th at time are traceable to the c. re m iz it ion of 
agricultural associations more than to any 
other or all other causes. 
These associations 
have seemed to bring fanners together face to 
face, to excite in them a desire to improve 
and a spirit of emulation. The fairs which 
have been introduced have been from the be­ 
ginning up to the ¡ resent time among tbe 
most efficient m 
us yet discovered for im­ 
parting practical information, not only to 
farmers, b ut to all other classes of producers. 
Since the oricir.al introduction of fairs they 
have changed very much in character. 
They 
were originally* more of the nature of markets 
than of fairs as they are r.ow conducted. Wc 


find th e o rig in a l' ij ic cf fairs still inexistence 
among the leatit enlightened and least civil­ 
ized nations. 
Even among the wandering 
and savage tribes of Africa they have their 
stated days for meeting and exchange of goods 
and the common necessaries of life. On these 
days they also have their rude games and 
amusemsnts, such as 
running, wrestling, 
jumping, practicing with bow and arrow, 
etc. 
From 
these rudimental 
beginnings 
our present County, D istrict State, N a­ 
tional and W orld's Fairs have grown up. 
W hile the markets of the few tribes brought 
together from tw enty to fifty people, arid 
served as practical schools for this number, 
the fairs of the present day bring together 
from one thousand to a million of people at 
the same time. 
W hile the lessons that could 
be learned from the original exhibitions of the 
productions of primitive skill were limited in 
num ber and of the simplest order, those which 
are now brought out are unlimited as to 
num ber and variety, and involve the highest 
and best application of all th at is known of 
the arts and sciences. 
Some of the best and 
most valuable improvements of agricultural 
and mining machinery have grown out of 
necessities arising in the pursuance of these 
ndustries in California within the last twenty 
years. 
Indeed, the world has advanced more 
in practical knowledge in many of the arts 
and sciences within the last tw enty years 


than before since the days of Noah, and this 
advancement has grown almost entirely out 
of the opportunities th at have been afforded 
in a practical way. 
Practical knowledge is 
the popular and almost the only knowledge 
th at is recognized as of value at this day. 


F ruit D estroyers a t the Fair. 
The committee having in charge the exhi­ 
bition of insects injurious to fruit and the 
modes of destroying them, have made arrange­ 
ments for a complete exhibition of the codling 
moth in all its stages from the egg to the per­ 
fect insect, with a conversational lecture on 
its habits, how to find it, when and how to 
destroy it, and giving all necessary informa­ 
tion as to how to keep it out of the orchards. 
All the various scale insects th at infest the 
different fruit 
trees, both in the north­ 
ern, central and southern sections of the 
State, will also lie on exhibition. The modes of 
their breeding, and the ways in which they 
attack and destroy the trees will he shown, 
and the application of remedies will be illus­ 
trated. 
To render this exhibition more per­ 
fect and interesting the lecturer will be 
well supplied with 
microscopes for the 
use of the spectators, so that the eggs 
and young insects may be seen and observed 
as well as you can see and study the 
forms aud habits 
of domestic 
animals. 
If the fruit-growers of the State will really 
and earnestly take held of this insect study 
and tho means presented for their destruc­ 
tion, they may, within one year, save hun­ 
dreds of thousands of dollars, and the future 
of the fruit business may be assured. 
The 
phylloxera, the insect th at is now destroying 
the most valuable crop in ail Europe, and is 
seriously threatening the grape-raising and 
wine interests of California, will also be 
shown under the microscope, and the applica­ 
tion of remedies be illustrated. 
Here is 
something promised of immense value and 
interest to the whole State, and the oppor­ 
tunity to utilize the advantiges ofLred should 
not be neglected by those interested. 


Mere in R egard to th e Grapes. 
It has been expected th at the grapes in all 
parts of the State were going to be the most 
abundant and the best we have had for 
years. 
As regards some varieties this ex­ 
pectation will be and is being realized. 
The 
Muscat of Alexandria is doing well, and 
there will be a large and fine crop of this 
valuable variety and 
many other kinds, 
bu t Bome other kinds are not doing so well. 
There has been an unusual disease developed 
in some kinds of vines in this vicinity. 
W ithin the last few weeks there has ap­ 
peared a kind of mildew unlike the ordinary 
grape mildew in appearance, but very sim­ 
ilar in 
its 
effects. 
I t is first noticed 
on the young growing cane3, when they 
are 
yet 
soft 
and 
tender. 
Elaek 
or 
dark brown specks make their appearance, 
and the sap seems to be checked, and then 
the fruit ceases to grow and cracks open, ex­ 
posing the seeds, thus destroying the crop. I t 
is also observed that in some localities the 
Mission grape is not doing well at all. 
The 
berries have ceased to grow, and do not take 
on their natural blue coinr, without any ap­ 
parent came, the vine showing no other sign 
of irregularity. 
These facts we name in ad­ 
dition to the falling of the leaves from some 
of the vines, which we nuticed a few weeks 
since. 


Bring in th e Big Squashes. 
W e would say to those farmers who arc 
engaged in the production of vegetables that 
our Eastern visitors who will visit the State 
F air have had their expectations excited con­ 
siderably in regard to the enormous squashes 
and other things produced in California. We 
have an opportunity now to preve to them 
that they have not been told half the story. 
L et us embrace the opportunity. 
Bring in 
the big squashes, beets, potatoes, carrots, egg 
prints and tall corn. 
L :t us have a demon­ 
stration that will forever Bet at rest the ques­ 
tion of veracity th at has been raided as to 
those Californians th at dare to tell the truth 
in respect to California in the 
A tlantic 
States,

The 
cure, w hich experience has proven to be in­ 
fallible, is nothing m ore titan the root of a 
common weed known as elecam pane steeped 
in m ilk. 
Elecam pane grows in great pro­ 
fusion along many country routs in this 
and Rc-nsselacr counties. 
I t has powerful 
m edicinal qualities, and m ilk is well known 
to be a specific for m any poisons. 
The 
m anner of adm inistering the antidote will 
be learned by a perusal of the fullowiug 
history of th¡3 simple aud wonderful cure : 
In C hester county, l ’enn., lived a German 
named .Joseph Em ery, who used to be sent 
for far and w ide wiien any one had been 
bitten by a rabid anim al. 
H e w ent to bis 
patieut, cirry in g som ething understood to 
bo a root, which he him self dug in the 
woods. 
He m ilked a pint of m ilk fresh 
from the cow, p u t the root in it, boiled it, 
cave it to tire p atieut fasting ; m ade him 
fast after taking i t ; gave a second and 
th ird dose on alternate days, and never 
failed in effecting a cure. 
Iu some way his 
secret transpired, and tho root was known 
to bo elecampane. 
Tho story current in 
the country was th a t an old G erm an m ade 
the discovery in tho days of F ern, and ap ­ 
plied to the Pennsylvania L eg b litu re for a 
grant of §300 for m aking Iris secret public. 
H is offer was treated w ith contem pt, and 
he resolved th at liis secret should die w ith 
him, b u t a drunken son knew it, w rote out 
the recipe, m aking a nnm ber of copies, and 
tried to sell them at 81 a piece. 
He only 
succeeded in selling two. one of these to 
tiic man who made such effective use of it. 
So well did he establish the local rep u ta­ 
tion of his specific th at in his neighborhood 
folks were not afraid of mad dogs. 
This 
man never failed to cute or prevent hydro­ 
phobia. 
In one caso the spasms had begun 
before th e first dose was given, and the 
p atient recovered.—[Albany Argas.

A BRITISH COLUMBIA BEAR STORY. 


(Emory (British Columbia) Sentinel ] 
A lexander Embree and his son W alter 
are living together on th e old gentlem an’s 
farm , about four and a half miles from tire 
W entw orth station on the New Annan 
road. 
A fortnight ago, while fath er and 
sou were standing in the field, Mr. Em bree 
noticed the sheep running, and, on looking 
tow ard the foot of th e m ountain, he saw 
an enormous bear crouching and slowly 
creeping tow ard hi3 horses, w hich were 
feeding on th e hillside. 
He im m ediately 
sent his son for a gun aud an ax. 
By the 
tim e th e latter returned, th e bear was 
w ithin tw en ty feet of one of the horses, 
and evidently about to spring upon tho 
unsuspecting anim al. 
Mr. Em bree was 
about sixty yards from tbe bear, which, 
oil perceiving th a t lie was observed, sat 
up, and as soon as Mr. Em bree fired, 
sprang forward, rolled over, aud then ran 
away. 
The dog followed him, the father 
and son keeping on the trail by the bloody 
track left, anil the sound of th e dog, up 
th e steep and difficult m ountain side, it 
being alm ost impossible to get through the 
wind-falls and grow th in some places. 
They had, however, only gone about a 
mile or more w hen they heard th e dog re­ 
turning w ith th e bear on his ow n track. 
On standing still for a few- m oments, the 
bear came w ithin forty feet, apparently- 
raging mail. 
F or a m om ent the dog 
checked hint, and M r. Em bree tired at 
w hat he supposed to be th e back of his 
shoulder, b u t it proved to he the brute's 
enormous head, aud he only struck him on 
th e lower jaw , breaking off a part of the 
jaw and one lower tu sk and a p art of the 
tusk on the other side, and th a t no doubt 
saved th eir lives. 
M r. Embree instantly- 
loaded again, 
b u t wheu 
the 
m onster 
sprang upon him the cap failed to explode. 
H e used the gun over th e brute's head, the 
second blow leaving only the b a m 1 in his 
hand, aud th a t appeared to produce r.o 
m ore effect than a riding whip in the hands 
of a child. 
A t this point iu the coiifiict 
the bear pushed hard upon his foe, w hen a 
log behind Mr. Em bree tripped him, and 
he fell backw ard w ith the m onster upon 
him. 
The bear was about taking Mr. Era- 
brea’s head or face in his m outh, when the 
latter th ru st his rig h t hand into th e bear’s 
m outh and caught his tongue, but unfortu­ 
nately his arm coming out across the ani­ 
m al’s m outh, the m onster sh u t it upon the 
arm , and crushed both hones, in the m an’s 
own words, a3 easily as you would break a 
pipe-stem . 
The son now came to the rescue by 
dealing the brute a trem endous blow on 
the back of th e head w ith th e edge of th e 
ax, b u t so th ick was the m onster s skin 
and fur th a t it ouly m ade a small cut. 
Leaving th e father w ith his m angled and 
helpless arm , the beast turned upon the 
sou. 
H e first struck the ax. knocking it 
about th irty feet out of th e young m au’s 
hand, and th en seizing him by one knee 
“ shook him ,” says the father, “ as a bull- 
te n ier would a rat, throw ing him, with 
one shake, nearly ten feet.” 
W ithout 
even a knife, the’fath er sprang upon the 
hack of the bear, and th u s diverted the 
bear from his son. 
Twice this dreadful 
game was played tu rn about by the father 
and son, each in his tu rn attacking the 
brute to save th e other’s life. 
\S bile they 
w ere under th e bear he held them down 
w ith his front feet and trie d to tear them 
w ith his hind heel, bu t it was too long, 
anti only tore the earth under them . 
The 
final struggle was fearful. 
The bear had 
the young man beneath him, and in au a t­ 
tem pt to crush his head between his enor­ 
mous jaws, for the w ant of the lower 
tusks he was only able to tear th e flesh 
from his forehead dow n over his eyes, and, 
holding the skin of his forehead and eye­ 
brow in his front teeth, shook tbe youn 
man violently. 
A t this m oment the old 
man caught sight of th e ax, and, taking it in 
his left hand, began to strike a t the bear's 
head, the ax often coming close to his 
son’s face in the deadly struggle, and after 
having given the brute ten blows w ith the 
ax from his one hand, the bear released his 
hold from the son’s face and fell from a 
blow betw een his eye and ear, dead, upon 
the bleeding body of th e young man, who, 
during the last struggle, held a firm grip 
on the bear’s tODgue. 
The father, w ith one finger bitten off 
and his right arm crushed, had to help his 
w ounded son home, the la ttir having both 
knees fearfully m angled and his face bitten 
and torn. 
The w riter visited the sufferers 
on jjabbath evening, ami found them under 
the judicious treatm ent of Dr. M cDonald, 
doing very well indeed, though they will 
not bs able to w ork this spring on their 
farm. 
The father is an old bear-bunter, 
bu t be never saw so large a hear before. 
From his hind feet to the top of his head 
was eight feet, so th a t when he stood up 
he was quite out of th eir reach 
His skin, 
weighed 50 pounds, and his fcot was five 
inchc6 across th e heel and e.grit inches 
long. 
N ever did father and son shew more 
pluck in defending each other from a fear­ 
ful death. 
A t the first shot the ball passed 
through the bear’s liver, lungs, and w ithin 
tw o inches of his heart, carrying away 
p art of the shoulder-blade on its way. 
The Indians say th e bear m ust have been 
gbout 12 years old.

Bkes and F lo w er s.—A writer in the 
M idland N aturalist says: 
44 Bees, when 
gathering honey, seem to me (and I make 
the remark after many observations) to 
confine themselves during any given ex­ 
cursion to flowers of the same family. 
Thus, when I have watched a bee or but­ 
terfly gathering honey from a rose, I have 
found that when it next alights it is inva­ 
riably on another rose, and on no other 
flower.4’ 
To this the editor adds the fol­ 
lowing notes from Kemer : 
“ Flying in­ 
sects in their search for nectar frequently 
conflne themselves during their rapid vis­ 
itation of successive flowers to the blos­ 
soms of one and the same species. 
For 
example, in a meadow at Trina, in the 
Gschnitz valley, I saw Bombus montanm 
visiting only the inconspicuous flowers of 
Anthyllis alpextris, whilst the numerous 
and far more striking nectar-bearing flow­ 
ers of Pedicularia Jaci¡uin¡ and P . incamata 
were passed over. 
Contrariwise in an­ 
other place, in a meadow in the Padail 
valley, I saw this same species of bee 
buzzing from one Pedicular'ix flower to an­ 
other, whilst passing over the intermixed 
A ntbjllis alpextris.” 
On this passage Dr. 
Ogle, the English editor of Kerner’s work, 
remarks that a similar observation as to 
the habits of bees was made by Aristotle. 
44 A bee,” he says, “ on any one expedi­ 
tion docs not pass from one kind of plant 
to another, but confines itself to a single 
species, for instance to violets, and does 
not change until it has first returned to 
the hive." 


The rium as National has the following 
description of an ancient landmark in Plu­ 
mas county : In Granite Basin can be seen 
a curiosity, in the shape of an old quartz 
mill which at one time was owned by M ex­ 
icans, and which, it is said, was brought 
from England.

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THE DEMAND FOR WINE IN FRANCS. 


There is now beiore the American people 
an issue far deeper and more vital than 
any question growing out of passing gov­ 
ernmental measures can be. 
It ¡9 an issue 
which must be decided before it will be in 
order to discuss any oi those questions. 
It is, the maintenance of republican insti­ 
tutions in the United States. 
There can 
be no question so necessary to determine 
as this. 
It is useless to contend about 
secondary matters when we are not agreed 
as to the methods by which the results of 
such 
contention 
shall be ascertained. 
When men arrange for a race between 
horses the first thing they do is to settle 
the conditions of the contest. 
At present 
in this republic we have the singular spec­ 
tacle of a strife between parties which is 
conducted on different conditions in differ­ 
ent parts of the country. 
The funda­ 
mental conception of our government is 
that the majority shall rule. 
The implica­ 
tion of this conception is that the ruling 
shall he done by the real majority. 
If 
majorities are to be fabricated the whole 
system falls to the ground and becomes a 
meaningless sham. 
If the honesty of the 
electoral system is so destroyed at any 
part of the republic tnat tliat part is con­ 
trolled by fraud, the whole scheme of gov­ 
ernment ceases to be what it was meant 
to b e ; 
is no 
longer 
a 
government 
by the majority; but is thenceforth a 
haphazard, unrepresentative scramble, and 
contest of cheating and lying. 
The first 
necessity of such a government as ours is 
that it shall be genuino. The real majority 
must have sway, and at all poiuts. 
This 
is indispensable to the proper working of 
the system. 
A republican form of govern­ 
ment substitutes for the dictum oi the mon­ 
arch the dictum of the majority ; hut the 
majority is the only legitimate substitute 
for the monarch. 
A minority has no 
claims to allegiance under this system. 
There can be no advantage in government 
by a minority. 
It is not the democratic 
principle, but it has all the dangers and 
objections of an oligarchy. 
And, which is 
the conclusive point, it is not provided for 
nor contemplated nor allowed by our the­ 
ory of government. 
Ii, then, minority 
government obtains anywhere in this anion 
of States, it amounts to a defeat of the 
original governmental scheme. 
And be­ 
cause the several paits of this republic are 
interdependent, it follows that minority 
government in one State alone must serve 
to throw the whole system out of gear, 
and to change, in effect, the form of gov­ 
ernment which prevails in all the other 
States. 
Thus if in South Carolina a mi­ 
nority, by force or fraud, usurp the sov­ 
ereignty which belongs to the majority, 
the result is not only to overthrow repub­ 
lican institutions in that particular State, 
but to deprive them of their force in all 
tiie other States. 
The voter in Cali­ 
fornia or Maine or Illinois is robbed 
of a part of the scope of his franchise 
whenever a minority in Sonth Carolina 
usurps the authority appertaining to the 
majority. 
Let this usurpation be ex­ 
tended over the States of the Union, and 
the original scheme of government ¡3 de­ 
stroyed, and it is no longer possible for the 
political contests which take place to pro­ 
duce results which are significant or con, 
elusive. 
Every contest under such con­ 
ditions resembles one between a player 
who acts fairly, and a player who cheats. 
To such contention there can come no 
satisfactory or righteous conclusion. 
It is 
nit, an honest test of power ; it is a 
vexatious pitting of 
righteoiiB 
convic­ 
tions against unrighteous fraud. 
At the 
point where such fraud begins the govern­ 
mental system has broken down, and all 
! attempts to act as though both sides were 
! still controlled by the same conditions 
must fail. 
In the present case the em­ 
! barrassmeut of the Republican party is 
j due to its initial mistake in the policy 
j of reconstruction. 
That policy failed ut­ 
terly, but it left the South with a sem- 
! blanceof republican institutions, and it has 
| unfortunately been deemed necessary ever 
! since to pretend that they meant the same 
i as similar institutions at the North. 
Bat 
| the South long since ceased to be repub- 
j lican, and this is the secret of the present 
confusion. 


The Southern people have not respected 
I republican institutions since the war. That 
| is the plain fact. 
It is aibo true th a t bc- 


and th a t in doing it a gulf has been opened 
between the 
North 
and 
th e 
South. 
Thenceforward they do not proceed on 
parallel lines, speak the same political lan­ 
guage, cherish the saína institutions, sub­ 
mit to the same rules. 
Thenceforward 
the South is playing its game with loaded 
dice and marked cards. 
Thenceforward it 
becomes only a question of time for this 
hollow alliance to fall to pieces in one way 
or another. 


As long as this condition lasts all other 
remedies must be futile. 
The primal re­ 
quirement of democratic government 
is 
that all who participate in it shall do so 
on the same terms. 
To-day this require­ 
ment is violated all through the South, 
an i consequently the situation is unstab'e 
and necessarily evanescent. 
It is not re­ 
quisite to inquire whether the North is 
willing to tolerate the"usurpations set np 
at the South, for the laws of political 
life are such that it has no volition in the 
premises. 
The vitality of every scheme of 
government is dependent upon the fidelity’ 
with which that scheme is adhered to, just 
as the vitality of the human organism is 
dependent upon the fidelity with which 
the laws of its being are observed. Let the 
laws of being of the body politic be once 
violated, and degeneration and decay will 
be set up, and if allowed to continue will 
bring about the death of the system. 
The 
violation of republican institutions which 
has been permitted at the South is not a 
mere local complaint. 
It is in all essen­ 
tials a mortal disease, and unless it Í3 so 
regarded it will prevail until it has wrought 
the destruction of the republic. 
Nothing 
is stronger than its weakest part. 
This is 
a mathematical axiom, but it applies to 
government also. 
The South is the weak­ 
est part of the Union, and its weakness 
measures the danger which threatens the 
entire fabric. 
The Republican leaders are 
very reluctant to acknowledge the gravity 
of the issue we are considering, because to 
do so involves the admission that they erred 
in admitting the South to resume all its 
former political relations and powers after 
the rebellion. 
But it is useless to hesitate 
about this admission. 
It must be made, 
and it may be made without shame or dis­ 
credit, since actual experiment only could 
have demonstrated the futility of the Re­ 
construction policy’. The danger at present 
lies in the tendency of politicians to 
struggle on anyhow under the impossible 
conditions which obtain. 
They do not see 
that the only result of this can be to 
spread the taint of Southern fraud into the 
North ; that sooner or later the North will 
grow tired of having all the honesty on one 
side, and will begin to practice the devices 
which have mane the South solid ; that 
when this mutnal fraud lias been carried a 
little way it will breed recourse to force as 
well as chicanery ; and that by scarcely 
perceptible stages the whole country will 
t'nu3 be Mexicamzed in the end. 
Phis is 
what must happen if minority government 
is not extirpated at the South. 
It is im­

There cannot be 
two kinds of measures, one for the North 
and the other for the South. 
This is the 
lesson which mu3t be learned by Republi­ 
cans throughout the country, for this is 
tho one great 
paramount fundamental 
issue, which supersedes and dominates ail 
others, in point of fact.

what course Hancock would take under

subject of finance. 
It 
is, 
however, 
a 
fair 
presumption 
that 
he 
would 
be 
guided 
by 
his 
party ; 
and that party has originated 
aud supported every financial heresy and 
every attack upon the public credit that 
has been invented and attempted during 
the past twenty years. At the present time 
we find 
Democrats 
everywhere allying 
themselves with Greenbackers, and this is 
qui tenatural, since the Greenbackers have no 
ideas on finance save those which they have 
borrowed from the Copperheads of old. 
They represent that hostility to the honest 
discharge of the public obligations, and 
that knavish and imbecile yearning for a 
depreciated currency, which the Copper­ 
heads first exhibited, and which grew out 
of their 
traitorous hatred to whatever 
measures tended to uphold the Union.

Iu the first place the new arrivals 
will almost certainly refrain from carrying 
out any polygamous intentions they may 
entertain, until they reach Utah. And hav­ 
ing reached Utah it would 3cem that they 
would bo beyond the reach of the Govern­ 
ment. 
At least that is the impression 
conveyed by the efforts of the latter to 
inforce its laws against polygamy iu the 
Territory. 
Prosecutions there have been, 
it is true, but it is very certain tnat they 
have been without result so far as the ex­ 
tirpation of polygamy is concerned. 
In 
fact they appear to have been abandoned 
as useless, and that is the view most likely 
to be taken oi such proceedings by those 
who have studied the Mormon problem. 
It is in truth a very difficult matter to pro­ 
ceed against a community, and especially 
in a relation which enters so deeply into 
their religious beliefs. 
Right or wrong it 
is impossible to prevent them from regard­ 
ing all Buck measures as persecutions, 
and persecution, as everyone knows, al­ 
ways strengthens a faith. 
I his is what 
makes the task of the Government so diffi­ 
cult, and this is why we cannot believe 
that Mr. Evarts has it in his power to 
effect anything against polygamy in the 
present instance.

If,” says Mr. Barham Zincke in the 
Contemporary Review, “ next year, in mak- 
“ ing our returns for the census, every 
“ householder had to state whether he 
“ lived in a freehold house of his own. or 
“ in a leasehold or rented house, it would 
“ be seen that in London, with its 4,iX‘0, 
“ 000 inhabitants, in all our large towns, 
“ and generally in our rural districts, 
“ alike iu Eugland, Scotland and Ireland, 
“ the proportion of those who live in 
“ houses of their own would be so small as 
“ to oblige us to feel that in this matter tiful 
“ we had sunk into a category occupied 
“ by 
ourselves 
alone, that 
of 
being, 
“ throughout all 
the 
world, 
whether 
“ civilized or uncivilized, the only dis- 
“ homed nation.” 
Millions of Englishmen, 
Scotchmen and Irishmeu live iu a country 
which they call their own, yet no single 
acre of which can belong to them. 
Mr. 
Henry George in his work on “ Progress 
“ and Poverty ” has cited the peculiar con­ 
dition of landholding in England as dem­ 
onstrating the fact that men will improve 
land to which they cannot obtain a title in 
fee, but Mr. Zincke states some facts 
which militate against this argument, for 
he point» out that though leasehold land is 
improved, it is scarcely ever improved well. 
Houses are built upon it by the score, 
but they are merely built to let, and there 
is neither architectural beauty nor solidity 
nor even comfort about tlicrn. 
Thousands 
of them are made alike in all respects. 
There is no individuality about them, none 
of that evidence of painstaking and pride 
whieh is sure to be shown when men 
build on their own ground. 
Iu fact the 
experience of the English seems to justify 
the conclusion that absolute ownership cf 
land is necessary to the development 
of any high 
standard of 
architecture 
or comfort, aud that the leasehold system, 
which is what Mr. George proposes, tends 
to produce careless and slovenly building, 
and to destroy alike conscientiousness and 
the desire for excellence in any direction. 
It may be said that the example of En­ 
gland proves how well a nation can do 
without general ownership of land, but to 
that it may be replied that the effects of 
tho monopoly of land have by this time- 
produced results so mischievous that a 
radical change in the tenure of land is 
among the necessities of the age, and can­ 
not be long deferred.

The revision of the Bible, whieh ha3 been 
proceeding for some years in England, ap­ 
proaches its completion, and the revised 
edition is about to be published by the 
great publishers Macmillan & Co. 
Of 
course a new edition of the Bible involves 
an enormous outlay and an equally large 
profit, supposing the original publisher is 
allowed to retain the monopoly. 
But it is 
feared tliat in this country the temptation 
to issue a piratical edition will be too much 
for the moral stamina of seme of our lesser 
publishers. 
It is said that the American 
Bible Society has agreed not to republish 
the revision without permission, and that 
the Baptist Society has promised that it 
will not “ pirate the Holy Scriptures.” 
But it is ominous that arguments are being 
brought forward to show that the Bible is 
the common property of Christendom, 
while it ia further contended that the re­ 
vision being a foreign publication is not in­ 
titled to protection in this country. 
The 
fact thatfiveAmorican scholars have been on 
tho revision committee throughout may 
pcrhaps afford ground for claiming copy­ 
right in the United States. 
There can be 
no doubt that the special contributions of 
these American citizens could be copy­ 
righted, as has been already done with the 
Encyclopedia Britanniea. 
But while such 
an arrangement would doubtless effectually 
' prevent all pirating, since it would be im­ 
! possible to print the Bible with any parts 
i omitted, it may be questioned whether tho 
! necessity of inserting the names of the 
American reviewers opposite their work 
would not mar the appearance of the ongi- 
nal publication. 
As the case stands, the 
indications are that the new revision of the 
Bible will be pirated as soon as it appears, 
and that Macmillan & Co. will have to 
make up their minds to forego all profit on 
their enterprise in the United States. 
It 
is a pity that this should be so, but the 
opportunity is too good a one for the pi­ 
rates to let pass, and moreover, they seldom 
find so many plausible excuseB for their 
professional thieving.

T h r a s h in g M u s t a r d .—In regard to the 
proper mode of thrashing mc.iard, the 
Ca-.troville Argtm says : 
For years past, in fact ever sinzo the 
growing of mustard for market was com­ 
menced by the farmers of this val'ic-y, John 
Chinaman 
has enjoyed a monopoly of 
thrashing that commodity. 
And he has 
made money out of it, too, as he does from 
every employment he enter.'. 
But his 
occupation as a mustard-tbrasher appears 
now to be seriously threatened, as wc .c.ther 
from W. A. Evans, a Cooper ranch f rmer, 
who proposes to supplant Chinese k or in 
the mustard harvest by the use of corees. 
Mr. Evans is. wc believe, the pion,.i.r of 
the new plau in this section, and furnishes 
the following as the modus cperandi: 
On 
a thick layer of straw he rests a le g e 
sheet of canvas, say sixty feet square ' >ie 
larger the better), aud here the cut r s- 
tard is dumped and spread out, after which 
a double Ram is repeatedly drew ’ ever it, 
tramping out the seeds, but owing to tho 
springy layer of .draw beneath the canvan 
and the intervention -of the stalks, not 
breaking them. 
The removal of the stalks 
and the transfer of what then remains on 
the canvas is next in order, the operation 
being thus repeated and the use of the 
fanning mill finishing the job previous to 
sacking for market. 
This method, Mr. 
Evans tells us, is considerably cheaper 
than the employment of Chinese to do the 
work and is likely to bo adopted on a large 
scale until steam power shall be utilized 
for the thrashing of mustard as generally 
as for the thrashing of wheat and barley.

THE DEMAND FOR WINE IN FRANCE 


According to the latest authorities the 
phylloxera has completely triumphed over 
the French vineyards. 
All remedies have 
faiR.l, and the present estimate is that in a 
few ye-rs the yield of the French vines will 
cease altogether, and the country will l»e 
dependent upon importation for its entire 
supply of wine. 
I t is true th at when 
American vines have been planted they 
have resisted the phylloxera successfully, 
and proved healthy, but the substitution 
of American vines is necessarily a work 
of time, and it must take many years to 
bring up the new grapes to the standard of 
the old ones. 
In the meantime this is the 
opportunity of America, and especially of 
California. 
The value of imported wines 
in France has risen from SI,G00,000 to $34,­ 
000,000. I talv, Spain, Algiers and Hangary 
are our rivals, and none of them can 
produce as good vintages. 
The California 
wines are now bought largely for mixing, 
by European vintners, and a considerable 
m arket of this kind exists. 
They need, 
however, to be pressed for what they arc on 
their merits, and it cannot be donbted that 
if this is judiciously done the great im­ 
provements which have been effected dur­ 
ing the last live years in the quality of our 
wines will secure them a ready sale in the 
French market. 
France must go abroad 
for her wines hcuceforth, for at least a 
generation, and perhaps for half a century 
or more, and California ought to be able to 
supply the larger part of this demand, and 
thus establish a perm anent aud extensive 
viticultural industry. 


RUSSIA AND GERMANY. 


Karon Hucblcr is said to have stated 
that the close alliance between Germany 
and Austria is the inevitable issue of an 
attem pt made a year ago by Russia to se­ 
cure a French alliance against Germany. 
■ M. Waddington not only declined the pro­ 
position, but proceeded to inform Bismarck 
of it, and the Chancellor, who has never 
had any love tor Gortschakoff, at once took 
steps to checkmate the Muscovite diplo­ 
matist by ratifying a compact with the 
bouse of Hapsburg. 
I t is quite possible 
that this story is tree, and it is also by no 
means unlikely that the German-Austrian 
alliance may before long compel Bismarck 
to take a more active part in the Eastern 
q uestion th an G erm any had counted upon, 


There is now before the American people 
an issue far deeper and more vital than 
any question growing out of passing gov­ 
ernmental measures can be. 
I t ia au issue 
which must be decided before it will be in 
order to discuss any of those questions. 
It is, the maintenance of republican insti­ 
tutions in the United States. 
There can 
be no question so necessary to determine 
as this. 
I t is useless to contend about 
secondary matters when we are not agreed 
as to the methods by which the results of 
such 
contention 
shall be ascertained. 
When men arrange for a race between 
horses the first thing they do is to settle 
the conditions of the contest. 
A t present 
in this republic we have the singular spec­ 
tacle of a strife between parties which is 
conducted cn different conditions in differ­ 
ent parts of the country. 
The funda­ 
mental conception of our government is 
th at the majority shall rule. 
The implica­ 
tion of this conception is th at the ruling 
shall be done by the real majority. 
If 
majorities are to be fabricated the whole 
system falls to the ground and becomes a 
meaningless sham. 
If the honesty of the 
electoral system is so destroyed at any 
part of the republic that that part is con­ 
trolled by fraud, the whole scheme of gov­ 
ernment ceases to be w hat it was meant 
to b e ; 
is no 
longer 
a 
government 
by the m ajority; but is thenceforth a 
haphazard, unrepresentative scramble, and 
contest of cheating aud lying. 
The first 
necessity of such a government as ours is 
that it shall be genuine. The real majority 
must have sway, and at all points. 
This 
is indispensable to the proper working of 
the system. 
A republican form of govern­ 
ment substitutes for the dictum of the mon­ 
arch the dictum of the majority ; but the 
majority is the only legitimate substitute 
for the monarch. 
A minority has no 
claims to allegiance under this system. 
There can be no advantage in government 
by a minority. 
It is not the democratic 
principle, but it has all the dangers and 
objections of an oligarchy. 
And, w hich is 
the conclusive point, it is not provided for 
nor contemplated nor allowed by our the­ 
ory of government. 
If, then, minority 
government obtains anywhere iu this union 
of States, it amounts to a defeat of the 
original governmental scheme. 
And be­ 
cause the several parts oí this republic are 
interdependent, it follows th at minority 
government in one State alone must serve 
to throw the whole system out of gear, 
and to change, in effect, the form of gov­ 
ernment which prevails in all the other 
States. 
Thus if in South Carolina a mi­ 
nority, by force or fraud, usurp the sov­ 
ereignty which belongs to the majority, 
the result is not only to overthrow repub­ 
lican institutions in that particular State, 
but to deprive them of their force in all 
the other States. 
Tno voter in Cali­ 
fornia or Maine or Illinois ia 
robbed 
of a part of the scops of his franchise 
whenever a minority in Sonth Carolina 
usurps the authority appertaining to the 
majority. 
Let this usurpation be ex­ 
tended over the States of the Union, and 
the original scheme of government ia de­ 
stroyed, and it íb no longer possible for the 
political contests which take place to pro­ 
duce results which are significant or com 
elusive. 
Every contest under such con­ 
ditions resembles one between a player 
who acts fairly, and a player who cheats. 
T > such contention there can come no 
satisfactory or righteous conclusion. 
It is 
nSt an honest test of pow er; it is a 
vexatious pitting of 
righteous 
convic­ 
tions against unrighteous fraud. 
A t the 
| point where such fraud begins the govern­ 
mental system ha3 broken down, and all 
attem pts to act as though both sides were 
still controlled by the same conditions 
must fail. 
In the present case the em­ 
barrassment of the Republican party is 
due to its initial mistake in the policy 
of reconstruction. 
T hat policy failed u t­ 
terly, but it left the South w ith a sem­ 
blance of republican institutions, and it has 
unfortunately been deemed necessary ever 
since to pretend that they meant the same 
as similar institutions at the North. 
But 
the South long since ceased to be repub­ 
lican, and this is the secret of the present 


co n fu sio n . 
______ 


The Southern people have not respected 
republican institutions since the w ar. That 
is the plain fact. 
It is also true that be­ 
fore the war Slavery had warped their 
democracy into something quite different 
from that which existed at the North. 
But for tw enty years the South has been 
anything but democratic in its system of 
government, and it has now formally un­ 
dertaken to establish a permanent situation 
I of which minority government shall be the 
cornerstone. It is necessary to realize this, 
because until it is adjudicated all attem pts 
to proceed with the government of the 
country on the original principles must fail. 
The Republic was constructed to fit ma­ 
jority’ government. I t was not constructed 
I to lit minority government, and it cannot 
J be made to do so. 
The attem pt to 
| harmonize m ajority and minority gov­ 
! ernment in the same general system 
is 
clearly 
futile, 
nor 
is 
it 
any 
more 
possible 
to 
conceal 
the 
fact 
th at these irreconcilable principles are both 
in operation to-day. 
I t m ust be perceived 
th at they cannot be allowed to continue in 
operation. 
They are not capable of being 
maintained contemporaneously. 
Govern­ 
ment by majority must prevail throughout 
the country, or Mcxicanization will pre­ 
vail, which means that all true and ordered 
government will cease, and fraud aud force 
will be in the aBccmlent everywhere. The 
recognition of this appears to us to be the 
one vital requirement of the hour, and be­ 
side it all other considerations gink into 
insignificance. 
We have no right to pass 
on to the discussion of any issue until we 
have determined the conditions of all dis­ 
cussion. 
A t present our politicians are 
dallying with this momentous issue, try­ 
ing not to perceive its imperative nature, 
trying to make believe that if the minor­ 
ity usurpation can be overcome by down­ 
right majority 
expression, it will 
be 
the same 
in 
the end as though 
no 
usurpation had been attempted. 
I t will 
not be the same. 
Wo are to-day to all 
practical intents a divided nation. 
And 
the most serious fact is that these divisions 
have ceased to recognize the same govern­ 
mental standards, though they affect to 
believe that this separation has not taken 
place. 
The North clings to majority rule. 
The South adheres as stubbornly to minor­ 
ity rule. 
Nor does it m atter whether 
there is any plausibility in the reasons 
given for setting aside the fundamental 
governmental principles at the South. All 
that is im portant is th at this has been done, 


aud that in doing it a gulf has been opened 
between the 
North 
and 
the 
South. 
Thenceforward they do not proceed on 
parallel lines, speak the Bime political lan­ 
guage, cherish the same institutions, sub­ 
mit to the same rules. 
Thenceforward 
the Sonth is playing its game with loaded 
dice and markod cards. 
Thenceforward it 
becomes only a question of time for this 
hollow alliance to fall to pieces in one way 
or another. 


As long as thÍ3 condition lasts all other 
remedies must be futile. 
The primal re­ 
quirement of democratic government 
is 
that all who participate in it shall do so 
on the same terms. 
To-day this require 
ment is violated all through the South, 
and consequently the situation is unstab’e 
and necessarily evanescent. 
I t is not re­ 
quisite to inquire whether the N orth is 
willing to tolerate the"usurpations set up 
at the South, for the laws of political 
life are such that it has no volition in the 
premises. 
The vitality of every scheme of 
government Í3 dependent upon the fidelity 
with which th at scheme is adhered to, just 
as the vitality of the human organism is 
dependent upon the fidelity with which 
the laws of its being are observed. Let the 
laws of being of the body politic be once 
violated, and degeneration and decay will 
be set up, and if allowed to continue will 
bring about the death of the system. 
The 
violation of republican institutions which 
has been perm itted at the South is not a 
mere local complaint. 
It is in all essen­ 
tials a mortal disease, and unless it is so 
regarded it will prevail until it has wrought 
the destruction of the republic. 
Nothing 
is stronger than its weakest part. 
This is 
a mathematical axiom, but it applies to 
government also. 
The South is the weak­ 
est part of the Union, ar.d its weakness 
measures the danger which threatens the 
entire fabric. 
The Republican leaders are 
very reluctant to acknowledge the gravity 
of the issue we are considering, because to 
do so involves the admission that they erred 
in admitting the South to resume all its 
former political relations and powers after 
the rebellion. 
But it is useless to hesitate 
about this admission. 
It must be made, 
and it may be made w ithout shamo or dis­ 
credit, since actual experiment only could 
have demonstrated the futility of the Re­ 
construction policy. The danger at present 
lies in the tendency of politicians to 
struggle on auyhow under the impossible 
conditions which obtain. 
They do not see 
that the or.ly result of this can be to 
spread the taint of Southern fraud into the 
North ; that sooner or later the North will 
grow tired of having all the honesty on one 
side, and will begin to practice the devices 
which have made the South solid ; that 
when this mutual fraud has been carried a 
little way it will breed recourse to force as 
well as chicanery ; and th at by scarcely 
perceptible stages the whole country will 
thus be Mexicanized in the end. 
This is 
what must happen if minority government 
is not extirpated at the South. 
It is im­ 
possible th at it should continue to exist 
without producing these effects. 
Nor is it 
of ariy use to try to ignore this quest’on. 
It goes to the bottom of the whole subject 
of stable government. 
It must be de­ 
termined before any profitable contention 
can be had over other matters. 
The first 
need of the country is a return to com­ 
mon standards of political action. 
We 
must all measure our political cloth by the 
same yard-stick, or we shall have confu­ 
sion worse confounded. 
There cannot be 
two kinds of measures, one for the North 
aud the other fur the South. 
This is the 
lesson which must be learned by Republi­ 
cans throughout the country, for this is 
the one great 
paramount fundamental 
issue, which supersedes and dominates all 
others, in point of fact.

the utility of the preachers.

“ believe, 01 thinks it would be well to 
“ believe." And he continues : “ I t seems, 
“ now, as if the country at large was be- 
“ ginning to doubt whether the pulpit does 
“ make such utterance. 
In one quarter

another, and this in 
no dainty 
“ terms, it is called half-hearted. 
Preach- 
“ ers are called 
cowards 
and 
insin- 
"cere.

It is for the organs of 
“ orthodoxy to consider how far they can 
“ hear to diminish the power of the pulpit.

ought to 
know 
whether its 
“ dogmatisms have any such power as to 
“ make it safe to risk the contempt of those 
“ who hear. They ought to ask themselves 
“ whether men now come to church with 
“ the eagerness with which men once came, 
“ or whether the word spokeu from the 
“ pulpit now commands the sort of assent 
“ it once commanded.

‘ ‘ tion is, ‘ Does the American people, on 
“ ‘ the 
whole, believe that the preach-

say all they 
know?’ This is a 
“ very grave question. 
In proportion

orthodoxy shirks

“ fails to amend its ways, in th at pro- 
“ portion 
will 
the 
American 
pulpit, 
“ so far as orthodoxy controls it, cease 
“ to be the power which it once was, and 
“ which it wishes to be.’’ 
This is plaiu 
talk, and shows th at Mr. Hale at least 
believes in the justice of his criticism and 
the need for reform. 
But it is more diffi. 
cult to suggost a remedy than to point 
out the disease, and in point of fact he 
fails to suggest a remedy.

the past twenty years. A t the present time 
we find Democrats 
everywhere allying 
themselves with Greenbackers, and this is 
quitenatural, since the Greenbackershaveno 
ideas on finance save those v, hich they have 
borrowed from the Copperheads of old. 
They represent that hostility to the honest 
discharge of the public obligations, and 
that knavish and imbecile yearning for a

Mr. Evarts is said to have expressed an 
iutention to prosecute all foreigners who 
may henceforth emigrate to Utah and there 
enter into polygamous relations.

mon converts are on their way to the 
United States from Europe, and that they 
have been gathered together since the is­ 
sue of the Secretary’s circular to the Eu- 
ropeaa Governments. 
If Mr. Evarts can 
extirpate polygamy by such methods, well 
aud good ; but we confess th at the pro­ 
gramme appears to us to be full of diffi­ 
culties. 
Iu the first place the new arrivals 
will almost certainly refrain from carrying 
out any polygamous intentions they may 
entertain, until they reach U tah. And hav­ 
ing reached U tah it w’ould 3eem th at they 
would be beyond the reach of the Govern­ 
ment. 
At least th at is the impression 
conveyed by the efforts of the latter to 
inforce its laws against polygamy iu the 
Territory. 
Prosecutions there have been, 
it is true, but it is very certain th at they 
have been without result so far a3 the ex­ 
tirpation of polygamy is concerned. 
In 
fact they appear to have been abandoned 
as useless, and that is the view most likely 
to be taken oi such proceedings by those 
who have studied the Mormon problem. 
I t is in truth a very difficult m atter to pro­ 
ceed against a community, and especially 
in a relation which enters so deeply into 
their religious beliefs. 
Right or wrong it 
is impossible to prevent them from regard­ 
ing all such measures as persecutions, 
and persecution, a3 everyone knows, al­ 
ways strengthens a faith. 
This ia what 
makes the task of the Government so diffi­ 
cult, and this is why we cannot believe 
that Mr. Evarts has it in his power to 
effect anything against polygamy in the 
present instance.

It appears that Congressman Beltzhoo- 
ver, a Democrat from Pennsylvania, wrote 
a letter in which he stated that pension 
bills do not find much favor with the pres­ 
ent Democratic House, and that the rebel 
General who is at the head of the Pension 
Committee in the Senate is still more 
averse to allowing such bills favor.

“ If,” says Mr. Barham Zincko in the 
Contemporary Review, “ next year, in mak- 
“ ing our returns for the census, every 
“ householder had to state whether he

“ in a leasehold or rented house, it would 
“ be seen that in London, with its 4,000, 
“ 000 inhabitants, in all our large towns, 
“ aud generally in our rural districts, 
“ alike in England, Scotland and Ireland, 
“ the proportion of those who live in 
“ houses oi their own would be so small as 
“ to oblige us to feel that in this m atter 
“ we had sunk into a category occupied 
“ by 
ourselves 
alone, 
that 
of 
being, 
“ throughout all 
tho 
world, 
whether 
“ civilized or uncivilized, the only dis- 
“ homed nation.” 
Millions of Englishmen, 
Scotchmen and Irishmen live in a couutry 
which they call their own, yet no single 
acre of which can belong to them. 
Mr. 
Henry George in his work on “ Progress 
“ and Poverty ” has cited the peculiar con­ 
dition of landholding in England a3 dem­ 
onstrating the fact that men will improve 
land to which they cannot obtain a title in 
fee, but Mr. Zincke states some facts 
which militate against this argument, for 
he points out that though leasehold land is 
improved, it is scarcely ever improved well. 
Houses are built upon it by the score, 
but they are merely built to let, and there 
is neither architectural beauty nor solidity 
nor even comfort about them. 
Thousands 
of them are made alike in all respects. 
There is no individuality about them, noDe 
of th at evidence of painstaking and pride 
which is sure to be shown when men 
build on their own ground. 
In fact the 
experience of the English seems to justify 
the conclusion th at absolute ownership of 
laud is necessary to the development 
of any high 
standard of 
architecture 
or comfort, and th at the leasehold system, 
which is w hat Mr. George proposes, tends 
to produce careless and slovenly building, 
and to destroy alike conscientiousness and 
the desire for excellence in any direction. 
It may be said th at the example of En­ 
gland proves how well a nation can do 
w ithout general ownership of land, but to 
th at it may be replied that the effects of 
the monopoly of land have by this time 
produced results so mischievous that a 
radical change in the tenure of land is 
among the necessities of the age, and can­ 
not be long deferred.

BIBLE 
COPYRIGHT. 


A new and curious test of the morality 
of American publishers is about to be made. 
The revision of the Bible, which has been 
proceeding for some years in England, ap­ 
proaches its completion, and the revised 
edition is about to be published by the 
great publishers Macmillan & Co. 
Of 
course a new edition of the Bible involves 
an enormous outlay and au equally large 
profit, supposing the original publisher is 
allowed to retain the monopioly. 
But it is 
feared th at in this country the temptation 
to issue a piratical edition will be too much 
for the moral stamina of some of our lesser 
publishers. 
It is said that the American 
Bible Society has agreed not to republish 
the revision without permission, and that 
the Baptist Society has promised that it 
will not “ pirate the Holy Scriptures.” 
But it is ominous that arguments arc being 
brought forward to show that the Bible is 
the common property of Christendom, 
while it is further contended that the re­ 
vision being a foreign publication is not in­ 
titled to protection in this country. 
The 
factthatfive American scholars have been on 
tho revision committee throughout may 
perhaps afford ground for claiming copy­ 
right in the United States. 
There can be 
no doubt that tho special contributions of 
these American citizens could be copy­ 
righted, as has been already done with the 
Encyclopedia Britannioa. 
But while such 
an arrangement would doubtless effectually 
prevent all pirating, since it would be im­ 
possible to print the Bible with any parts 
omitted, it may be questioned w hether tho 
necessity of inserting the names of the 
American reviewers opposite their work 
would not mar the appearance of the origi­ 
nal publication. 
As the case Btanda, tho 
indications are that the new revision of the 
Bible will be pirated as soon as it appears, 
and th at Macmillan & Co. will have to 
make up their minds to forego all profit on 
their enterprise iu the United States. 
It 
is a pity th at this should be so, but the 
opportunity is too good a one for the pi­ 
rates to let pass, and moreover, they seldom 
find so many plausible excuses for their 
professional thieving.

T h rash in g M u sta rd .—In regard to the 
proper mode of thrashing m u ia rd , the 
Castroville Argue says : 
For years past, in fact ever since the 
growing of mustard for m arket wa3 com­ 
menced by the farmers of this valley, John 
Chinaman has enjoyed a monopoly of 
thrashing that commodity. 
And he has 
made money out of it, too, as he does from 
every employment he enters. 
B ut his 
occupation as a mustard-to rasher appears 
now to be seriously threatened, as we gather 
from W. A. Evans, a Cooper ranch f rmer, 
who proposes to supplant Chinese 1l or in 
the mustard harvest by the use of corses. 
Mr. Evans is, wo believe, the pioncir of 
the new plan in this section, and furnishes 
the following as the modal eperendi: 
On 
a thick layer of straw ho rests a lr-ge 
sheet of canvas, say sixty feet square 1 lie 
larger the better), and here the cut r s- 
tard is dumped and spread out, after wh.ch 
a double team is repeatedly driven. over it, 
tramping out the seeds, but owing to tho 
springy layer of -draw beneath the canvaa 
and the intervention of the stalks, not 
breaking them. 
The removal of the stalks 
and the transfer of what then remains on 
the canvas is next in order, the operation 
being thu3 repeated and tho U6f* of the 
fanning mill finishing the job previous to 
sacking for m arket. 
This method, Mr. 
Evans tells ns, is considerably cheaper 
than the employment of Chinese to do the 
work and is likely to be adopted on a large 
scale until steam power shall be utilized 
for the thrashing of m ustard as generally 
as for the thrashing of wheat and barley.

be secured to the lower end of the drop-ham­ 
mer or weight, in place of the ordinary ham­ 
mer face. 
The heated scrap or waste steel is

HOSE ADORNMENT AND DOMESTIC ECON­ 
OMY-ALL AROUND THE HOUSE.

B e d -R o o m s— W h a t is the best c o v erin g 
f o r b ed -room floors? 
L u c ia , V a lle jo . 
Answer. — The Household is well aware 
th a t carpets are the . most fashionable, and 
is equally aware th at they are the most 
unhealthy. 
M atting or oilcloth is better. 
T he latter is preferable. 
Use rugs at the 
bedside and in front of the dressing-case 
wardrobe and washstands. 


C u r t a i n s . — Do you favor woolen cur­ 
tains 
in living or sleeping rooms, and 
are they now the ‘’thing?” 
St. B., Santa Barbara. 
Arit\r:r. —No ; and they are not “ the 
thing,” except w ith those who cling to a 
m erely f:t:;ciful custom. 
All sensible peo- 
Ele now discard heavy stuffs as liable to 
old dust odors and the germs of disease. 
Lambrequins of smooth-surfaced materials 
rule, and even they are abbreviated much. 
S tiff curtains arc about as unhealthful as 
carpets, and against the latter we make 
ope 'i war. 


D a r k e ed R oom s.— Should th e sleeping- 
roorn be darkened by curtains ? 
Some re­ 
m arks in the Household recently lead me 
to thinkjvou hold it to be right to darken 
th e room' 
I think light and air are essen­ 
tia l to sound sleep ; i. e., such light as 
there is as night. 
M rs. J u l i a B., 
Sacramento. 
A nsiccr. — You are right. 
W e have al­ 
w ays so held. 
Reason indorses it. 
Dr. 
Richardson is good authority, and he says t 
“ There is much difference of opinion on 
th e question of window curtains and w in­ 
dow blinds in the bed-room. Some persons 
who have been unhealthily educated are 
unable to sleep except when the room ¡3 
entirely dark, the faintest ray of light be­ 
ing sufficient to break their repose. Others 
can sleip when light enters into the room 
in the fullest degree. 
I have no doubt 
those arc most healthy who can sleep w ith­ 
o u t any window shade whatsoever, and I 
am sure th at every one can be trained so as 
to sleep w ithout blinds if the training do 
b u t commence early enough in life. 
Light 
purifies and invigorates ; and children that 
sleep 
in 
darkness, 
by their blanched 
faces alone may be distinguished from 
those who sleep in a well lighted room. 
M ore than this, the admission of daylight 
early in the morning tends to create a 
habit of early rising, which is so conducive 
to health. 
He who hails the sun instead 
of letting the sun hail him is the wise man. 
Those who sleep like moles in a hole, 
though they may grow sleek and fat, are 
not sun-healthy ; they are feeble, subject 
to headaches, excitable, pale and nervous. 
For these reasons I would, therefore, teach 
th a t the half-blind of muslin is all that is 
sufficient for the bed-room window, and 
th a t the roller-blind should only be used 
to prevent the actual glare of the sun, or 
to shut out the view into a room that is 
exposed to other houses that overlook it. 
H eavy curtains for bed-room windows, or 
curtains of any kind, are altogether out of 
place, except as mere ornamental append­ 
ages, and they, when present for appear­ 
ance sake, should never be drawn except 
on emergency, in seasons of extreme cold 
or beat. ’ 


Care and Treatment of Hanging Baskets. 
Hanging baskets add so much to the 
adornm ent of our homes during the sum­ 
m er that I am induced to give a few plain 
directions for their management. 
In the 
first place get them nicely filled with suit­ 
able plants, and, presuming such is the 
case, do not expose them all at once to the 
•corching sun and drying winds. 
Let an 
•old newspaper, or piece of thin cloth be 
pinned around each, during the very hot­ 
te s t part of the day, removing it at night, 
■which, after a few days shading, may be 
discontinued entirely. 
The watering of 
baskets is a most im portant point, and must 
b e done effectually and as often as necessary. 
Be sure the water penetrates the whole, 
w hether it is required once a day or once a 
week. 
This must be ascertained by the 
appearance of the plants, and as soon as 
there is the least sign of wilting let them 
be watered. 
Perhaps the best and surest 
way is to immerse the basket in a tub of 
w ater until the air bubbles cease to rise ; 
as long as the bubbles continue there are 
some spots st 11 dry. 
Immersion is not ne­ 
cessary at every watering, but certainly 
once or twice a week. 
Some fertilizing 
agent must be applied at least twice a 
week, and the easiest applied and one of 
th e most effectual is guano, in proportion 
of one tablespoonful to three gallons of 
w ater ; this can be used for alternate 
watering with the immersions, and I may 
say here, that for all liquid manuring of 
house plants 
there is 
nothing 
better 
than guano, used in proportion as given 
above. 
The plants in hanging baskets 
m ust be regulated and cared for—th at is, 
the strongest growing ones must not be al­ 
lowed to run over and choke the weaker 
ones. 
Take off the 
largest and those 
leaves showing and signs of decay. 
Pinch 
out the points of coleus, achyranthas and 
other plants that are inclined to destroy 
the symmetry, or even take out a whole 
branch ■ remove altogether such plants 
th a t have done flowering for the season 
and which impede the growth of others. 
Urns, vases and boxes, filled with plants, 
require nearly the same care and treatm ent, 
excepting that they cannot be dipped in 
water ; but a sharp-pointed stick or thin 
rod of iron, thrust in the soil and reaching 
to the bottom in several places, by tw ist­ 
ing round and withdrawing will leave 
spaces for water to percolate through the 
whole.

General Notes. 
G k ib l.—Delicious oatmeal gruel m aybe 
made by stirring a cupful o/ oatmeal into a 
bowl of water, allowing it to stand for a 
few minutes until the coarsest particles 
have fallen to the bottom, pouring off the 
w ater, and repeating this once or twice. 
The w ater must then be boiled, stirring it 
constantly until it is sufficiently cooked. 


B u r n s .—Immediately cure a burn #and 
stop all pain by applying to the burned 
surface bicarbonate of soda, in fine powder 
if it is a wet surface ; but if it is a dry 
burn use a paste of bicarbonate of soda and 
w ater, or a strong solution of the bicarbon­ 
ate of soda in water, and apply to the 
burned surface. 
This relieves sun-bums 
as well as burns from hot coals, melted sul­ 
phur, hot iron, steam, etc. 
To E x t e r m in a t e V e r m in .—To exter­ 
m inate chicken lice, give the chicken-house 
a good cleaning ; then whitewash it well 
on the inside, if not o a t; pour kerosene on 
th e roosts and in the cracks, and sprinkle 
sulphur and lime in the nests. 
Then com­ 
mence on the fowls : Mix some old lard 
and sulphur, and give each one a good daub 
on the breast and under the wings. If you 
have many fowls catch them as 
they 
w ant to sit. —[Country Girl. 


L em on P ic k i.e .—Wipe six lemons, cut 
each into eight pieces: put on them a pound 
of salt, six large cloves of garlic, two 
ounces of horseradish sliced thin, likewise 
of cloves, mace, nutmeg and cayenne, a 
quarter of an ounce each, and two ounces 
of flour of m ustard; to these put two 
quarts of vinegar. 
Boit a quarter of an 
hour in a well-tinned saucepan ; or, which 
is better, do it in a strong jar, in a kettle of 
boiling water ; or set the jar on the hot 
hearth till done. 
Set the jar by, and atir 
i t daily for six weeks ; keep the jar close 
covered. 
P ut it into small bottles. 


W a s h in g 
S i l k 
S t o c k in g s .— Make a 
strong lather with boiling water and curd 
soap. 
Leave it to get almost cold, then 
divide it into two parts. 
W ash the stock­ 
ings well in one of the lathers, pressing 
them up and down, but avoiding rubbing 
ras much as possible. 
Squeeze out the w’et, 
.*Dd then wash them in the Becond lather, 
kin which a few drops of gin may be poured. 
V-<o not rinse in fresh water, but sqn»' z> 
q e itth e wet very carefully without wring­ 


ing. 
Lay them out flat on a piece of fine 
linen, and roll them up tightly until almost 
dry, then rub them with a roll of flannel. 
T assels.—The mode of making the tas­ 
sels now so much used as bordering for 
mats, cushions, baskets, etc., is quite 
simple. 
C ut a piece of card the depth 
the tassel is required to be—about two 
inches is good length. 
Round this wind 
twenty-four times the wool (which is gen­ 
erally crewel) of which the tassel is to be 
made. 
Then with a worsted needle pass 
between the wool and the card at the top, 
sad tie tightly with another piece of wool. 
Slip the card out and half an inch below 
tie the same piece of wool tightly round, 
pass the needle back to the top of the 
tassel and the end is ready to sew the 
basket, mat or anythnig else required ; but 
before doing so with sharp scissors cut the 
loops in half at the lower end of the tas- 
Bel, and comb the work with a coarse comb 
so th at it is Boft and fluffy. 


A MINER’S CARDEN. 


Eds. Kecord-Union : On recovering from 
a recent illness, to which one had been a 
stranger for more than twenty years, quinine, 
pepsin, etc., was dashed aside, and taking a 
large umbrella to shade from the warm sun, 
a ramble over the pine-clad Forbestown hil* 
to its water-shed into the Feather, three 
miles from New York Flat, the place whet6 
miasma had taken me down, the pure air, 
change of sceuery, friendly faces and glad­ 
some greetings met with here and there soon 
imparted freshness and vigor to my spirits. 
Calling to see a friend, whose garden of 
vegetables, fruits and flowers is kept in excel­ 
lent order, a description of his place and its 
products, to show what the red soil of our 
foothills under proper cultivation and irriga­ 
tion is capable ot growing, may not be un­ 
interesting to your readers. Surrounded by 
stately pines uliich break off the hard wind­ 
storms iu winter and form a shade in sum­ 
mer, a vista here and fuere reveals the pic­ 
turesque landscape of surrounding hills, 
Sacramento valley and Coast Range mount­ 
ains in the distance. 
The hillside has a sharp 
declivity, growing abrupt toward the river, 
but a good depth of soil suitable for garden­ 
ing is found iu many places. Of vegetables, 
ray friend has potatoes, corn, pumpkins, 
squashes (winter and summer varieties), 
beaus and peas, cabbage, ton atoes, beets, 
turnips, 
carrots 
and 
parsnips, melons 
(both water and musk), cucumbers, etc., and 
of 
fruits he has 
different 
varieties of 
summer, fall and winter apples. Pears— 
Flemish Beauty, Duchess and W inter Nellis. 
Peaches—Early and late varieties, cling and 
free-stone of excellent flavor. Apricots, nec­ 
tarines and figs. Plums—Red, blue and Im ­ 
perial Gage. 
Cherries— Biack Tartarian, 
Black Eagle, Bigarean, May Duke and Late 
Duke. Nut trees—Black walnut, butter­ 
nut and chestnut. Grapes—Muscat, Mis­ 
sion, Flame, Tokay, white Riesling, Dela­ 
ware, purple Damascus, 
Catawba, black 
Hamburg, Sweetwater, etc. Raspberries— 
Red Antwerp, Brindes, Orange and Seneca 
black. Blackberries—Lawton, Wilson and 
Dorchester. 
For use and ornament—Horse­ 
radish, sage, mint, 
hemp, castor beans, 
patches of Kentucky bluegrass, red clover 
and alfalfa. Traversing the garden is a ter­ 
raced walk, tea feet wide, on the margins 
of which a choice collection of flowers taste­ 
fully arranged gives an air of refinement well 
calculated to make home bright and happy. 
Among the many different kinds of flowers 
and some of their varities, which are grow­ 
ing here to great perfection, may be men­ 
tioned : Roses, dahlias, gladiolus, carnations, 
balsams, flowering peas, China astors and 
mignonette, petunias, portulaeas, zinnias, 
deutzias, pansies, 
tuberoee, phlox drum- 
rnondii, convolvulus minor,candy-tuft, .Japan 
cockscomb 
and 
verbenas, 
mourning 
bride, peonies, 
chrysanthemums, Chinese 
pinks, 
an l 
English 
marigold. 
Busy 
honey-bees from a stand of hives iu the 
center of the garden work in the flowers, and 
they are also visited by humming-birds, a 
variety of gay butterflies, etc., bringing 
pleasure 011 the wing. Delicious fruits and 
suculent vegetables picked early in the morn­ 
ing—cool and fresh—and cows, hogs and 
poultry supplying his larder, my friend is 
surrounded with luxuries at the cost of only 
a little expense in money, while his labor is 
rewarded with pleasure. Another miner liv­ 
ing near is also very happily situated, but it is 
clearly peen that, no matter what the efforts 
may be in trying 
to beautify, in at- 
tractivene-s celibacy cannot vie with the 
family. 
Lying twenty-five hundred feet 
above" the sea 
level, the 
air is pure 
and bracing, the landscape is beautiful, while 
cool springs of good water may be found 
conveniently gushing from the hillside; and 
in scenic aspect, the gently rounded summits 
of the surrounding hills, with here and there 
a bald mountain, indicate that their mineral 
character is granite; but looking valley- 
ward, yon truncated mountain shows that the 
plutonic has given place to the volcanic 
basalt. 
A change of prospect by going a few 
hundred feet and looking up the chasms 
marked by the south branch of Feather river 
and its tributaries, affords a fine view of a vast 
region of mountains, their definite forms show­ 
ing plainly that the volcanic, plutonic and met- 
amorphic are in different places represented.

RETURN FROM WATERING-PLACES TO 
THE CITY. 


Extortionate Charges a t Sea-Shore Towns— 
How the President of the French 
Republic Is Received. 


F a r is , August 16, 1SS0. 
W e left Arromanches at the moment 
when there arrived at that place employes 
of the different Ministries, w hether of W ar 
or of the Interior, accompanied by their 
families ; their limited salaries force them ’ 
to seek a retired spot, even though their 
tastes did not lead them to choose a tran­ 
quil retreat. 
There came also a number of 
judges, lawyers and notaries, whose vaca­ 
tions also occur during the month of 
August. 
The State employes are ac­ 
corded 
twenty days—the lawyers and 
judges help themselves to the whole month. 
Even the most retired, insignificant and 
unattractive places along the sea coast are 
filled at that time in consequence, and so 
great is the demand for room that those 
persons renting houses for the months of 
July, August and September are obliged to 
pay an additional sum for the month of 
August. 
This last year must, on the 
whole, have been a prosperous one for 
France, for never before have all watering- 
places been so crowded to overflowing. 
A 
great many of the hotels have daily refused 
travelers, who forlornly wander around 
the country in search of a lodging. 
Yet 
never have the hotels at all the seaside 
towns been so d e a r; in fact, each year 
they grow dearer, until persons of limited 
means have scarcely been able to return to 
the same resort, but have been chased frcm 
one place to another, each time to a smaller 
town, until at present there seems to re­ 
main but the one alternative of 


STATING AT HOME. 
I remember th at five years ago when I 
was at Bourg d’Ault, near Treport, the 
board was six francs a day. The following 
year it was raised to seven francs, and it 13 
now eight francs. 
The same with Dives, 
and all other places which were a few years 
ago five francs, are now eight francs. Gres, 
the little place near Fontainebleau of which 
I spoke in one of my letters, possesses the 
most comfortable 
little hotel 
for the 
price 
to be 
found 
anywhere 
in 
the 
neighborhood of 
Faris. 
The 
board 
is 
five francs per day, although each year 
there are threatening evidences of a prob­ 
able increase in the price. 
I t may be use­ 
ful to our American artists who contem­ 
plate coming to France to know th at there 
13 a real family hotel where they can spend 
the summer months on the border of a 
river amidst 
beautiful scenery, in the 
neighborhood of the forest of Fontaine­ 
bleau for the sum of five francs a day, and 
without any danger of coming in contact 
with French students and their objection­ 
able mode of life, such as people Barbizon 
and all the neighboring towns. 
They will 
always there meet a number of com­ 
patriots as 
well 
as 
English artists, 
and as English is about the only language 
to be heard at the table, the feeling of 
home-8ickness is rarely experienced. 
The 
hotel is called Hotel Beau-Sejour, and is 
' reached by taking the train at the gare de 
Lyon and descending at Bourrou, a station 
a short distance from Gres, which can 
easily be reached on foot, otherwise a car­ 
riage 
can 
be 
sent 
from 
Gres 
by 
first 
writing 
and 
sending the 
letter 
to Gres, par Nemours, Seine et Marne. 
As to sea-shore towns, there remains the 
coast of Brittainy, where in email places 
board may be had for five francs a day, but 
the distance is considerable and the journey 
so expensive th at unless one intends to 
make a long stay there is no economy in 
going so far for 
A SEA RREE/.E. 
Some 
of 
the 
Government 
employes 
leave Faris the evening of the 31st of July, 
so as to enjoy every moment of their time 
at the sea-shore, while others delay at 
Paris a few days longer so as to make 
preparations for th at little voyage whose 
prospective qualities alone have brightened 
the dull hours of labor during a whole 
year. 
The omnibus which carried us from 
Arromanches to Bayeux employed two 
hours time ou the journey, and conducted 
us directly to the depot, well aware that 
the little city offered slight attraction for 
the traveler. 
As we mounted the prettily 
shaded avenue leading to the gare we 
were 
surprised 
to 
perceive 
a 
great 
number 
of 
the 
citizens 
of 
Bayeux 
and peasants of the surrounding country 
following the same road as we ; they car­ 
ried no baggage whatever, and could not 
tnerefore] be going far ; 
and they pre­ 
sented quite a 
picturesque 
sight—the 
young peasant girls with their closely- 
fluted caps, and the old women with the 
border of their caps fluted and arranged 
much like a crown falling npon the face. 
On reaching the gare these people all 
ranged themselves in a circle on a large 
square in front of the building, and by 
their manner seemed on the very 


TIF-TOE OF EXPECTATION. 
On entering we found a partition of one 
of the visiting rooms taken down, and the 
room, which served as an entrance into the 
large hall, hung in red velvet curtains, 
bordered and fringed in gold and decorated 
with flags, evergreens and flowers. 
It was 
but 1 o’clock, and the sun shone most 
beautifully; 
yet the crowd looked as 
smiling and delighted as though shaded 
by tail trees. 
They 
were 
not 
only 
patient 
but 
good-natured, 
for 
a 
gendarme 
would 
arrive and 
one 
by 
one push them back, so as to render 
the circle larger, and he had scarcely 
finished when another personage of more 
importance commenced the 
same cere­ 
mony in a more wholesale manner—by 
sending back two at a time. 
But a mo­ 
ment had elapsed when another individ­ 
ual, in dress coat, high hat and white 
gloves, appeared on the scene, and accom­ 
panying the gendarmes, bade the people 
stand back and make a larger space. N ext 
came 
a 
gentleman 
more 
handsomely 
dressed, with flowing side whiskers and 
great decorations 
on his 
breast, who 
stepped into the arena and supplicated 
the people to stand back. 
They were 
already on each other’s toes at the ex­ 
trem ity of the circle around an immense 
space, when the Mayor, with his tri­ 
colored sash crossing one shoulder and 
fastened under his arm, and having w rit­ 
ten all over his fleshy, deep-lined face the 
word 
“ politician,” 
appeared 
at 
the 
window, and w ith a wave of his hand in­ 
dicated to the crowd to 
STAND FURTHER BACK. 
• 
In the midst of the im portant officials col­ 
lected in. the decorated room appeared the 
Judge in a long black gown with red trim ­ 
mings, and a great, tall, fanciful hat, and 
might easily have been taken for Punchi­ 
nello escaped from his box. 
He did not 
deign to address the crowd, else they cer­ 
tainly wonld have finished by standing on 
each others’ heads, as an expression of their 
reverence for authority. 
On making in­ 
quiry, wo were informed that Mr. Jules 
Grcvy, the President of the Republic, ac­ 
companied by the Presidents of the Senate 
and Chamber of Deputies, Mr. Leon Say 
Mr. Louis Gambetta, had that morning left 
Faris en route for Cherbourg, and as the 
train would stop at Bayeux during four 
minutes, the dignitaries of the municipal­ 
ity had come forward to greet them, and as 
it was supposed, whispered and hoped that 
the President of the Republic would make 
a short speech, the people had been con­ 
vened and arranged 
in 
proper order 
for the occasion. 
W hat a commotion 
and 
flurry 
these 
same 
dignitaries 
were 
in ! 
Y et they did not forget 
the rules of etiquette, for Monsieur le 
Maire gave his hand to some, his fingers to 
others and a patronizing shake of the head 


to the rest, while those of less im portant 
positions' strutted back and forth with a 
proud air and shook their mace at the very 
nose of their subordinates, so impressed 
were they with the solemnity of the occa­ 
sion. 
THE MASTER OF CEREMONIES 
W as kept constantly busy Beeing to the 
arrangement of the flower pots in front of 
the door and to the erection of the different 
flag-staffs, which persisted in falling down 
as its next neighbor was seemingly firmly 
planted. 
Tfye Mayor at last, after con­ 
sulting with his colleagues and ascertain­ 
ing from the telegraph operator just at 
what point the august body, then so 
anxiously expected, were to be found, with 
a most dignified wave of the hand ordered 
our train to leave the depot, and we were 
unfortunately whirled away from the ex­ 
citing scene with a view in the distance 
only of another flower pot being added to 
the others in honor of the President of 
the 
Republic. 
The 
excitement, 
in­ 
terest 
and 
curiosity 
of 
the 
good 
inhabitants of Bayeux may easily be un­ 
derstood when u e remember that they 
may have seen a King and an Emperor, but 
never perhaps a live President. 
W hen we 
reached Norrey, the second station from 
Bayeux, we were detained some time, so 
as to permit the Presidential party to pass. 
The two trains stood side by side for 
about two minutes, when we perceived 
Mr. Grcvy in a large room, as large as a 
narrow-gauge car will permit, with seats 
against the w all; he was seated between 
Mr. Gambetta and Mr. Leon Say, as a 
sort of frame-essential to his dignity and 
importance. Every one in tliatcar looked ex­ 
tremely serious, but at the rear end of the ear 
was a card-room inclosed in glass, where 
grey-haired men sat playing and smoking 
without paying the slightest attention to 
anything going on arour.d them. 
There 
was no mise en scene at that station, only’ 
four 
gensdarmes 
in their 
magnificent 
clothes ranged in line, and no one in our 
car made the slightest demonstration until 
I involuntarily waved my handkerchief, 
when a feeble cry was raised of “ Vive le 
President de la Republique,” but in a half­ 
frightened manner, as though they Mere 
not 6ure their lips M-ould form the M ords of 
“ Vive l’Empereur.” 
A t Lisieux Me per­ 
ceived a large temporary hall, with open 
sides 
HUNG IN VELVET 
Curtains, trimmed in gold, and decorated 
with flags. 
It M’as there the Presidential 
party had breakfasted 
at noon, when 
speeches were made and toasts M’ere drank. 
The visit of the President to Cherbourg 
had been much talked about, and had 
almost failed of beiDg put into execution, 
owing to the difficulty which took place 
between Vice-Admiral Ribourt, who is the 
Maritime Prefet, and the Mayor and other 
city authorities. 
Admiral Ribourt, who 
obtained his position through the Seize Mai 
party and is a violent reactionnaire, scorned 
the co-operation of the city authorities, who 
had the audacity to be good Republicans ; 
at the fete of the 14th of July he intimated 
to the Mayor that he intended constructing 
a pavilion apart for himself and friends, 
to which the Mayor expressed himself 
as strenuously opposed. 
The conflict be­ 
came so great that the Mayor and other 
authorities sent in their resignation to the 
President of the Republic, who sent for 
them to come to Paris. 
One of the crimes 
of Admiral Ribourt Mas his refusal on the 
day of the fete to salute the tribunal con­ 
taining the city authorities, according to 
political etiquette. The consultation Mhich 
took place between the President and the 
representatives of Cherbourg M’as kept se­ 
cret. I t was first Mr. Gambetta’s intention of 
going to Cherbourg alone, but Mr. Grevy 
feared th at the orator’s popularity M-ould 
become too extended for his own safety, 
and therefore determined on making an 
official visit. 
It was then reported that of 
course Mr. Gambetta, much to his chagrin, 
would have to 
REMAIN AT HOME, 
But Mr Leon Say became the compromis­ 
ing element, and the President, accompan­ 
ied by both of the Presidents of the houses, 
started on the trip. 
Admiral Ribourt is 
anything but popular and is distrusted by 
all Republicans, for he is notorious for his 
cruelty to the pauvre Communists who 
were banished to Noumea. 
He was desig­ 
nated 
to 
conduct 
them 
there, 
and 
his cruelty to them 
has 
gained 
him 
the name of savage and ty ra n t; for a slight 
offense he had men exposed to the severe 
heat of a tropical sun, stark naked, and 
kept there for hours, until they fainted 
away and were taken with a fever from 
which they died. 
All Republican France 
supposed th at Admiral Ribourt would be 
replaced by a more worthy commander, but 
some of the Generals of the army upheld 
him, 
and

and feted by them ; to some of the dinners 
and entertainments the Admiral was not in­ 
vited, and the crowd persecuted him by 
significant cries of “ Vive la Republique !” 
The fete at Cherbourg was reported by 
even the most reactionnaire journals as a 
most complete success. 
I t was grand, 
and the effect of the illuminations on the 
water and the fireworks sent off from the 
vessels was magnificent. The little American 
boat, Little W estern, arrived at Cherbourg 
at th at time, after a perilous voyage across 
the Atlantic, and proved one of the curi­ 
osities of the place. 
General Pittie took a 
little trip at night on the boat, and made 
the acquaintance of the hardy sailors be­ 
longing 
to it—Frederic Normans 
aud 
Georges Thomas, 
who 
left Gloucester, 
Mass., the 12th of June and reached Lon­ 
don the 8th of August. 
General Pittie 
congratulated them on their courage and 
complete success. 
Paris has lately been very much excited 
over the expulsion from France of a person 
named 
BARON HARDEN-HR’KET, 
A native of the United States, born in 
California—so he states himself. 
He had 
edited for some time an illustrated paper 
called the Tribouiet, in which he constantly 
attacked the Government officials and cari­ 
catured them in a manner any way but 
flattering. TheBaronHarden-Hickeyisvery 
rich, and after paying fine after fine, with 
the means of 
paying many more, the 
Government became im patient and ap­ 
plied to him the existing law which 
expels 
from 
the 
French 
soil 
within 
twenty-four hours 
all 
straugers 
who 
menace the tranquillity of the Government. 
This act of the Government has been 
blamed by all liberal Republicans, and of 
course severely so by the reactionnaires, 
for the reason th at the Baron Harden- 
Hickey is a Legitimist. 
The French have 
learned for the first time th at we grow 
barons in America, and th at those born on 
American soil may be more conservative 
than the most conservative of old Europe. 
The Baron Harden-Hickey has left for 
Brussels, where he will doubtlessly con­ 
tinue the publication of his paper, and the 
Government will have gained nothing in 
the end, unless it is the censure of the 
people.

She M’as 
charmingly dressed, too, and her thinness 
of person, M’hich is so generally remarked, 
but which she ridicules herseif, was most 
artistically disguised. 
The waves of laje 
and ruffle M’hich fell about her neck appeared 
to lude a bust worthy of Diana herself. 
I 
wish I could describe her dress. “ To knou- 
her is a liberal education,” M’as once said 
of a famous woman. 
To describe her dress 
would mean a liberal education in every 
ramification of the science of dressmaking, 
which, alas ! has been denied me. 
She gave me her hand w ith a cordial 
grip and the most amiable smile, and M’ith 
that coquetish aud rollicking playfulness 
which makes her such an amusing person 
to talk to.

Americans are often brusque, per­ 
haps even a little rough, but behind this 
there is a fine delicacy, a tender regard for 
the feelings of women, which makes them 
to m ea most lovable people.” 
“ W hat aspersions or criticisms do yira 
allude to, madam e?” 
You ought to have seen the flashes out 
of those great blue eyes and the scornful 
curl of those delicate, small lips. 
The 
playful manner which she had formerly 
exhibited to the soupiron had all vanished. 
“ It never pains me to see serious, 
honest criticism of 
my work,” 
she re­ 
plied, giving the glove a violent tug. 
“ Let auy one say that I have

“ Those consisting of young people,” 
the actress replied, her whole face beaming 
with pleasure as she dilated upon a subject 
evidently very near her heart. 
“ \ on 
ought to" have been at my performances in 
Paris when the students from the colleges 
happened to be there in great numbers. 
Their ardor and enthusiasm M’a s something 
quite wonderiul, and it always had au 
electrical effect upon me, for appreciation, 
you know, is to artists w hat water is to 
the flowers.” 
“ Do you tak e any nourishment betM’een 
the scenes, madame?” 
“ None, except big lum ps of finemorceau* 
de glace, m hich cool my m outh, fevered 
M’ith the excitem ent of the p lay.” 
“ How do you feel after a scene like 
that, for instance, of the death of Adrieune 
Lecouvreur ? 
Do you easily recover from 
the painful illusion, madame ?” 
“ The illusion? 
Ah ! with me it is re­ 
ality at the time. 
I am always ill after 
th at death scene, and generally have to be 
assisted from the stage. 
In p íi\ ¡ng I lose 
my identity utterly, and for the time being 
I am uo longer Sara—I am only the hapless 
M oman I represent. 
My tears are not sim­ 
ulated—they are real, burning, hot tears 
that scald my cheeks !” And she folded 
her hands and lifted them up to me M’ith 
an expression of intense earnestness M’hich 
was most appealing in its effect. 
It was 
almost as fine a piece of dramatic represen­ 
tation as I had ever seen her enact on the 
stage. 
But as I looked at that delicate, 
thin woman 1 could but marvel how she 
could possibly retain sufficient health and 
strength for her intense labor while passing 
through such successive shocks to her en­ 
tire nervous system.

SCIENTIFIC GOSSIP. 


C. T. Kingzett scouts the idea that ozone 
ia a natural disinfectant, and thinks that 
much of the credit given to ozone ought 
justly and more accurately to be ascribed 
to the peroxide of hydrogen. 
M, A. Mouchot says he has been able, 
on a practical scale, to ntilize solar heat 
directly in a number of chemical opera­ 
tions, snch as the calcination of alum, the 
manufacture of benzoic acid, the distilla­ 
tion of sulphuric acid, the production of 
wood-charcoal in closed vessels, etc. 
Teloscopic observation of celestial ob­ 
jects is making great progress in the streets 
of Paris. 
Prices vary from 2 to 10 cents 
a peep at such marvels as sun-spots and 
a close acquaintanceship with the topog­ 
raphy of the moon. 
By the way, peripa­ 
tetic owners of telescopes are deserving of 
a little more encouragement on this side of 
the A tlantic than they usually receive. 
The Eira, which left Peterhead, Scot­ 
land, on June 19th, for a voyage of explora­ 
tion in the Arctic regions, although pro­ 
vided with supplies for about two years, is 
expected back before that time. 
Some of 
the principal officers on board are men of 
experience in high latitudes, and fair ac­ 
cessions to boreal knowledge, if not great 
discoveries, may reasonably be looked for 
if no accident of a grave character takes 
place. 
This short note in an account of the pro­ 
ceedings of the French Academy of Sci­ 
ences may prove of service to those engaged 
in the microscopic analysis of water. 
M. 
Certes treats water with 1.5 per cent, solu­ 
tion of smic acid (1 cubic centimeter of 
this to 30 or 40 of water). 
The result is 
th at the acid kills any organisms in the 
water w ithout deforming them. 
They 
sink to the bottom of the vessel, and they 
can be taken thence for microscopical ex­ 
amination. 
If desired, coloring reagents 
in dilute glycerine may also be used. 
The British patent laws certainly de­ 
mand both revision and amendment when 
so cautious a man as Mr. Crooks, who has 
made not only notable advances in science 
and the arts himself, but has been the 
ready and honest exponent of w hat has 
been accomplished in both by others, is 
compelled thus to express himself :

A QUESTION OF QUESTIONS. 


A very curious difficulty has arisen in 
the schools of Sacramento, Cal. 
In the 
late examination of candidates for admis­ 
sion to the high school, the pupils from the 
¡Saciamento school signally failed in arith­ 
metic, and those from the Capital school 
as signally succeeded ; so successful were 
the latter that the examiner, alter adding 
up the credits, made an erasure of the sum 
on each paper, and replaced the mark by 
one ten per cent, lower. 
It is alleged that 
the Principal of the high school, whose 
duty it was to mark the papers, is a friend 
of the Principal of the Capital graritmar 
school and an enemy of the Principal of the 
Sacramento grammar school, whom the 
said Principal of the high school is charged 
with attem pting to break down. 
It fur- 
tb.er appears th at the Principal of the Capi­ 
tal school had a hand in making thirty 
questions, from which the ten questions 
subm itted were selected. 
From these facts, it m ight app°ar that 
the questions were purposely made too 
hard for the pupils *f the one school, and 
the pupils of the other school crammed on 
them ; a charge which receives some sup­ 
port from the revision of the marking and 
the uniform reduction of thu average of the 
alleged favored class. 
In view of the 
high character of the gentleman who did 
the marking, and his explanation that the 
reductions M ere made on account of the 
marking of answers too high upoD M’hich 
the latitude of judgm ent might be exer­ 
cised, 
it 
seems improbable that 
the 
charge of partiality can be well founded. 
But aside from the personal feeling in the 
m atter, M’hich lias run so high, affirming 
incompetency in the Principal of the school 
M-iiose class failed, and dithon ty on the 
part and for the benefit of the Principal 
whose class succeeded, there is a principle 
involved which can only l>e illustrated by 
the question presented.

Upon these questions in the successful 
class—the one in which coaching is hinted 
a t—seven pupils stood at 100, three at 9S, 
two at 97, five at 95, one at 90, and so on 
doM’n to 87. 
Now, the fact appears to a 
dispassionate expert to be, th at the Princi­ 
pal of the school M’hose pupils made such 
high averages on the above questions, must 
take one of the tM’o horns of this dilemma. 
Either that class was trimmed unmerciful­ 
ly, aud the remainder crammed ou similar 
if not the identical questions, or else the 
pu pila o f that) cla ss should have been pre­ 
sented for examination two or three years 
before they Mere so presented. 
The ques­ 
tions are not impossible, but they are im­ 
practicable. 
Instead of holding back a 
class to be av fa it on such questions, it 
should be examined on simpler ones, in­ 
volving the more usual operations of ac­ 
counting, and perm itted to take up alge­ 
bra. 
Such questions are useful for drill in 
preparing for examination, but they are 
injudicious, if not positively unjust, as a 
test for passing grade. 
In the examination of children for ad­ 
mission to the high school, the professors 
in the high school are the last persons in 
the world to be trusted. 
They get a num­ 
ber of children incapable of grappling with 
the higher studi'es, and at once assume 
that the training in the grammar school is 
defective ; whereas, the truth is that the 
human race is not sufficiently advanced, 
the human brain sufficiently developed, to 
meet the requirements of these lordly pro­ 
fessors, who cry out in disgust because the 
primary and grammar schools do not turn 
their boy graduates into Apollos, and girl 
graduates into Minervas, so that the high- 
school dignitaries may pass their time in 
chair exercise and be allowed to smile 
merely at the preternatural intelligences 
that wing their glittering flight over the 
high-school course of study. Let grammar- 
school teachers take it easy occasionally, 
and leave something for the high scheols 
to do. 
Few that have not had the experience, 
can realize what work it is to prepare the 
children of our conglomerate population 
for admission to the high school. 
Time 
was when only the brightest children of 
the brightest families undertook to become 
scholars ; but now all classes, all grades of 
intelligence, all nationalities, all varieties 
of heredity, in the passive voice, must be 
educated, promoted, advanced, although it 
be as contrary to their nature to rise intel­ 
lectually as it was for Milton’s rebellious 
angels to fall. 
There are ten styles of questioning in the 
above examination. 
To make a class ready 
for each question would require a Meek’s 
drill with au ordinary class. 
Does it pay— 
especially does it pay, considering that 
there is scarcely any question in the above 
list likely to occur in actual life—scarcely 
any out of which a person is likely to make 
a cent in the casting up of business ac­ 
counts?

P e d e s t r ia n 
E x e r c i s e .—In pedestrian 
exercise for pleasure, sport or health, 
much power may be saved by skillfully 
balancing the spine on the pelvis, and so 
adjusting and harmonizing the movements 
of the upper and lower extremities (“ get­ 
ting the swing ” as it is called); that the 
force of gravity does a gTeat part of the 
work. 
This is the great secret of the pro­ 
fessional pedestrian, whose object is to 
economize strength, not to expend it. 
The 
art is easily acquired, and even a delicate 
lady, with a week’s practice, can cover a 
distance which at first would seem impos­ 
sible. 
But one of the first essentials of 
true exercise is resistance. 
There must be 
some obstacle to overcome, some weight to 
be lifted, if we would break down muscu­ 
lar tissue and build up with new material. 
This resistance, a moderate walk will 
never give. 
One m ust needs walk ten or 
twelve miles a day in order to get exercise 
enough to keep the body in a healthy con­ 
dition. 
To accomplish this task requires 
from two to three hours. 
Aside from the 
benefit to be derived from the inhalation 
of fresh air, the same amount of exercise 
may be taken in tw enty or thirty minutes 
by lowering and raising the body, alter­ 
nately flexing and extending the legs, by 
taking a short run, or by making a few 
excursions to the top of a seven-story 
building.

acid, poor in oxygon and rich in oxygen, 
has led him to the following conclusions : 
W ith an increased proportion of hydrogen 
in diet, the amount of air inspired and 
expired decreases, and nutrim ent, such as 
sugar, which contains little hydrogen in 
comparison with their oxygen, involves 
more exertion of the respiratory organs 
than such as are rich in hydrogen like the 
fats ; the more carbon predominates in the 
food, in proportion to hydrogen, the inore 
air is exhaled in proportion to that inhaled, 
the more carb n increases in the diet in 
proportion to hydrogen, the more carbonic 
acid is evolved an t’ the more oxygen is 
taken u p —while the richer the diet in 
hydrogen the less oxygen is required. 
An 
atmosphere containing 5 or ti per cent, of 
carbonic acid coaid be breathed for some 
minutes without oppression; at 11.51 per 
cent, great exeitiou would be needed to 
breathe for one minute ; at 7-2 all carbonic 
acid produced in the body is retained in

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Rescue of Passengers from the Wrecked 
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DOMESTIC YEWS. 


G in lii In the N orth w est. 
C h icag o , September 10;h.—The Commer­ 
cial Bail, lio presents returns from 210 coun­ 
ties in the Northwest as to the condi­ 
tion and 
amount of 
the spring wheat 
crop. 
They say it seems evident th at the 
culture of winter wheat is coming into great­ 
er favor in the Northwest, e.-pecially in the 
older agricultural districts. 
The farmers ap­ 
pear also to have enlarged their corn area at 
the expense of spring wheat. 
The yield of 
the latter is, however, greater than in 1879. 
The old crop is sold very close, much closer 
than usual. 
The total yield in the States of 
Illinois, Juwa, Minnesota, Nebraska, Kansas, 
W isconsin and D akota Territory, reckoned 
on the basis of returns received, is 147,731,­ 
000 hushelB of spring wheat, against 126,406,­ 
000 last year, and the average per cent, is 13jj, 
against 12 1-5 per cent, in 1879. 
The acreage 
is 401,000 greater than in 1879. 
Illin o is AT It cat Crop. 
C hicago, September 10;h.—The Journal's 
Springfield, 111., special says : The forthcom­ 
ing crotj report of the Board of Agriculture 
w ill show the winter wheat crop of the State 
for 1S80 to be 53,805,000 bushels, the whole 
value of the crop being estimated at 814,457,­ 
000. 
This crop has never been equaled in 
the history of the State. 
There will be over 
40,000,000 bushels to be shipped after taking 
out all necessary for consumption and seed. 
AH About C hinese S tu d en ts. 
N ew Y okk, September 10th.—A Tribune 
Boston special saj's : The Chinese Govern­ 
m ent has abaudoned all attem pts to enforce 
the return to China of Yung Kwai, the 
Chinese student who graduated at the High 
School in Springfield and has since been ad­ 
m itted to H arvard, but who was ordered 
home by his f..ther for having embraced the 
Christian religion. 
Kwai started from H art­ 
ford w ith a nnmber of companions, who have 
been ordered home, for San Francisco hy way 
of Spring Feld. 
A few evenings since, while 
the agent in charge wa3 securing through 
tickets, young Kwai and a H arvard sopho­ 
more named Taw, who had been ordered 
home for the same reason, disappeared, taking 
th eir 
baggage cheeks with them. 
They 
readily found friends who kept them secreted 
for a day, meanwhile 
employing a dis­ 
tinguished Boston lawyer to confer with 
Secretary Evarts to ascertain their exact 
status as relates to their home Government. 
T he reply of Evarts, giving extracts of the 
treaty between our Government and China, 
is just received, and sets at rest all the fears 
tjf the friends of these young men concerning 
th eir liability to be forceo hack to China and 
persecuted, and perhaps, beheaded for their 
religion. 
The extracts are as follows ; 
Chinese subjects shall enjoy all the privileges of 
public educational institutions under control of the 
Government of the United States which are enjoyed 
in the respective countries by the cit zens and the 
subjects of the most favored nations. Chinese sub* 
jects ta the United States shall enjoy entire liberty 
of conscience, and shall he exempt from all disabil­ 
ity or persecution on account of their religious faitfi 
or worship in either country. 
Both Governments 
consequently agree to pass laws making it a jienal 
offense for a citizen of the United States, or Chinese 
subjects, to take Chinese subjects either to the 
United States or to any other foreign country with­ 
out their free and voluntary consent, respectively. 
The Chinese Commission at H artford has 
already notified Kwai's friends that they will 
B u t molest him, and the young man is quietly 
aw aiting the opening of the college term. 
T reatm ent o f C hinese in Yew T ork. 
N ew Y oke, September 10th.—A Times 
editorial says : I t is a disgrace to the civil­ 
ization of this Republic th at just complaint 
should be made of the treatm ent which 
members of the Chinese Embassy are com­ 
pelled to endure whenever they appear in 
the streets of New York. 
T hat they are 
pelted with stones and hooted at by young 
Russians ” many citizens will 
testifiy. 
Is this outrageous conduct a copy of the 
habits of the California hoodlum ? B ut there 
is no “ Chinese question ” here to inflame 
the hatred of rowdies and loafers, and if 
there were, our “ finest body of police in the 
world ” should be 
able to 
protect the 
strangers. 
I t is said th at when the police­ 
men are apjiealed to by members of the Em ­ 
bassy they only laugh and do nothing. 
If 
o ar foreign-born policemen do not defend 
our foreign visitors from insult, American 
citizens, who have a little manliness left in 
them , should know the reason why. 
A nother Soldiers' R eu n ion . 
O m aha, September 10th.—The Soldiers’ 
reunion a t Central City, Nebraska, Septem­ 
ber 13: h to 18th, promises to be a very en­ 
thusiastic and largely attended affair. 
A r­ 
rangem ents have been made to accommodate 
from 15,000 to 20,000 people. 
Six hundred 
hoepital tents, loaned by the W ar D epart­ 
m ent, have arrived and are now being put up. 
G eneral M . Anderson, of Omaha, will com­ 
mand the camp. 
Among the distinguished 
persons who have promised to he present are 
Senator Izigan, General Sheridan and a party 
of friends. General W agner, of Philadelphia, 
Commander-in-Chief of the G rand Arm y of 
the Republic, and General Swain, Senior 
Vice-Oommander-in-Chief.

N e w Y o r k, September 10th.—The T r'am e 
declares th at the Verm ont Republican ma­ 
jority over the D em otrats is 20,500, and over 
all '25,000, and it shows that the Republicans 
cast a larger vote on Tuesday than at any 
election in past years by something like ten 
per cent.
